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RUSSIA MAKING DEMANDS 


SHE WANTS MARUCHAK AND ZUL- 
FIKAR PASS. 

SOTH OF THEM VITAL TO AFGHAN INTEG-* 
RITY—ANOTHER MOTION OF CENSURE:- 
DEFEATED—A CHINESE ALLIANCE, 

Lonpon, May 18.—It is authoritatively 
@tated to-night that Russia demands Maruchak 
and Zulfikar Pass, the possession of which points 
the Ameer considers vital to the integrity of the 
Afghan frontier. 

Mr. Gladstone, in answer to a question by Sir 
Stafford Northcote, in the House of Commons 
this evening, said the negotiations with Russia 
concerning the Afghan question were still un- 
finished, and on that account the Government 
were unable to present any more papers on the 
subject to Parliament now, as it was difficult to 
separate those relating to Ak-Tepé from those 


relating to other affairs belonging to the same 
question. 

The House entered into Committee of Supply 
ona vote of £3,360,500 on account of the vote of 
credit. Lord Randolph Churchill moved a re- 
duction of £2,000,000 for the purpose of calling 
attention to Saturday’s Blue Book on the 
Penjdeh incident. He said that the indignation 
aroused by a perusal of the dispatches was 
not confined to the Tory Party, but was 
jhared by the country at large, and even 
by the Liberal mewspapers. Lord Ran- 
folph maintained that M. de Giers 
bad said nothing to justify Mr. Gladstone’s 
etatement in Parliament that it had been agreed 
that no further advance should be made on 
either side. He declared that Mr. Gladstone's 
statement of March 13 was a fiction and a 
phantom, without the smallest justification. 
After some further discussion Lord Randolph 
asked leave to withdraw the motion. Mr. Biggar 
insisted upon a division on the motion, which 
Was rejected by a vote of 74 to 11. 

Mr. Gladstone’s reply to Lord Randolph 
Churchill was delivered amid continuous 
noisy Conservative interruptions. When 
the noise reached its climax Mr. 
Gladstone stopped for several min- 
utes. Then in a broken voice he remarked 
that this new kind of political warfare was a 
little matter to him whose personal presence 
was a question of months rather than of years.

Carey's mission has relation to the possible im- 
portance of Kashgar, in Chinese Turkestan, in 
the event of war with Russia, and it is thought he 
may arrange the preliminary steps for an Anglo- 
Chinese alliance. 


PaRis, May 18.—The XIX. Siécle, the 
brgan of M. Brisson, President of the Ministerial 
Council, extols the patnotism of the British 
Parliament and of Mr. Gladstone in their efforts 
to preserve peace. It advises Russia not to make 
Mr. Gladstone's position untenable by measures 
offensive to British amour propre.

THE BRITISH LEAVE SUAKIN. 

SUAKIN, May 18.—The Australian con- 
tingent of the Suakin expedition have sailed for 
home. Some of the Indian troops remain here. 

Roms, May 18.—La Tribuna says: “‘No 
decision has been reacbed in regard to the Italian 
occupation of Suakin. Premier Depretis and 
Signor Mancini have had two interviews on the 
matter with Sir Saville Lumley, the British Min- 
ister. The Premier afterward consulted with 
Gen. Brin, Minister of Marine, and Gen. Ricotti, 
Minister of War, who declared their readiness to 
occupy Suakin. King Humbert’s decision is 
expected soon.” 

In the House of Lords this evening Baron 
Wemyss vigorously denounced the Government 
fortheir policy in the Soudan. He said that 
every man sjain in the Soudan was as much slain 
by the Government, through their vacillation, 
inconsistency, and uncertainty, as if done to 
death by their own hands. The only memorials 
England would leave in the Soudan would be 
an abandoned railway and bleaching sxeletons. 
Earl Granville replied that the policy of with- 
drawal was justified. He could agree with Baron 
Wemyss on only one point, namely, the splendid 
eonduct of the British troops.

ENGLAND AND SPAIN AT ODDS. 

Lonpon, May 18.—In the House of Com- 
mons this.afternoon Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, 
Under Foreign Secretary, announced that the 
Government regretted to inform the House that 
the negotiations which had been carried on with 
Spain for a commercial treaty had terminated 


unsatisfactorily. The Government, the Under 
Secretary said, could only consider the recent 
actions of Spain as a refusal to fulfill the funda- 
mental conclusions of the declaration of Dec. 2, 
1884, and Sir R. D. Morier, the British Minister to 
Madrid, had therefore been instructed to in- 
form Spain that under the circumstances the 
negotiations were at an end. The papers on the 
tubject would be distributed, Lord Edmund 
jaid, as soon as possible. The object of the ne- 
otiations now broken off was to obtain for 
ngland the most favored nation treatment.

WHAT COMMANDER M’CALLA THINKS OF 
THE SITUATION. 
WASHINGTON, May 18—Admiral Jouett

night she refused to meet him. He declined 
to leave the house until granted an interview 
with Miss Rogers, and it seems the occupants of 
the house finally retired, leaving Pendergraft in 
the parlor, where he spent the night. About 6 
o'clock this morning, before the occupants were 
astir Pendergratt arose andsought the room occu- 
pied by Miss Rogers. A moment afterward most 
iteous, beartrending cries were heard emanat- 
ng from the room. hen the servants entered 
they were horrified at finding Lena on the floor, 
her night dress covered with blood, and her 
throat cut, while above her stood Pender- 
graft with a dagger. The servants ran 
tor the proprietor. When they returned to the 
chamber they found Pendergraft stretched by 
the side of his victim, with a wound across 
his throat. He was clasping her body in 
his arms. The servants ran for a policeman, 
and when an office arrrived; at the 
foot of the stairs he encountered Lena stagger- 
ing down the stairway. She fell at the officer’s 
eet and expired immediately. Behind her came 
Pendergraft feeling his way along the bannis- 
ter, as he was blinded by blood. Aftera hand- 
kerchief was stuffed into his wound he articu- 
lated a few words, but gave no reason for the 
fearful deed. He was carried to jail, where he 
died to-night.in great agony.

A WOMAN USES THE STILETTO. 

CuicaGco, May 18.—As Frank Rotunno, 
4an Italian, was sitting in his room in the rear 
of No. 6 East Fourteenth-street yesterday morn- 
ing reading a book, a woman entered the door 
behindhim. She paused a moment, and then 
leaping forward with a stiletto in her hand, cut 
Rotunno inthe back of the neck.

escaped as stealthily as she had entered. Ro- 
tunno was removed to St. Luke’s Hospital, 
but the cut was so slight that he soon 
returned to his home. The assault is 
supposed to have been prompted by a desire for 
revenge. He is one of the four Italians who 
were arrested a few days ago charged by 150 
Italians with obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, it being alleged that they had secured 
$5 50 from each man by promising to give them 
work on a railroad near Indianapolis. Rotunno 
+ and his companions were placed under bonds of 
$1,000 each to appear before Justice Foote on 
the 20th inst. The assailant is believed to be 
Cernelio Passro, the wife of one of the com- 
plaining witnesses.

A CRANK PIN’S DEPRAVITY

JOHN ROACH SADDENED BY A 
THIRD ‘FAILURE. 
{OVERHEATED MACHINERY AGAIN SPOILS. 
THE TEST OF THE DOLPHIN BEFORE IT 

Is FAIRLY BEGUN. 

For the third time Mr. John Roach has 
‘tried to show that the new dispatch hoat Dol- 
phin, built by him for the Government, is up to 
‘the requirements of the contract under which 
.she was constructed, and so ought to be-taken 
off his hands by the Government. For the third 
time the Dolphin when put to the test has failed, 
.and the vessel still remains in Mr. Roach’s hands. 
Again an overheated crank pin brought the 
‘boat toa standstill, but this time it happened 
‘before the trial trip was fairly under way. 

When the Examining Board reported to Sec- 


sults of the trial made on Tuesday last the Sec- 
retary immediately ordered another test of the 
Dolphin’s speed and engine power to be made 
yesterday. The same naval officers who had been 


many hours while the engineers were cooling off* 
the overheated forward crank pin of the dis- 


vise yesterday’s trial. All but one were on board, 
and the place of the absentee was filled by an- 
other officer. 
With an eye to the tide, which would be at 
that hour running fast toward the Sound, it was 
decided to start the Dolphin on her third trip at 
8 o’clock inthe morning. It was an early hour, 
and the cold breeze which swept along the river 
_front was anything but agreeable, but all who 
were expected to go on the trip, and a good many 
‘who were not, were on hand. The crew of 40 
men, supplied by John Roach, were at their sta- 
tions, and the stokers were shoveling the semi- 
bituminous coal into the furnaces at a rate 
which promised to make the bunkers look 
empty before the trip was finished. Some of 
these men had been putting coal into the fur-- 
naces most of the time for the preceding two 
days, for while the Dolphin was lying 
at her dock on Saturday and Sunday her 
engines had been kept oe at a tremendous 
‘rate. The builder of the dispatch boat proposed 
to have no trouble with the engine on the third 
test, and the engineers were instructed to omit 
no precaution to have everything in the best 
possible shape. So the engines were set to work, 


4 and vigilant eyes kept close watch of every part 


of the machinery, both to see that cach 
portion was in prime working condition and 
with a view to ecceages J on any little extra 
touch here and there that would tend to get 
more power and more speed out of the engines. 
It was one of these little touches which proba- 
bly caused the colJjapse of the trial trip 
‘at its outset. Every part of the en- 
gines was “keyed up to the last notch, 
including the after crank pin, which 
somebody thought would stand alittle more 
tightening, and had it done. Over and over 
again the machinery was examined and tested, 
until on Sunday night everybody connected: 
with the Dolphin pronounced her ready 
to prove that her engines could develop 
2,300 horse power and keep it up for six consec- 
utive hours, at the same time driving the vessel 
ahead at the rate of at least 15 knots an hour. 
Mr. Roach and his employes looked forward to 
the test, therefore, with perfect confidence that 
the result would be all that they could wish. 

Capt. Lewis, of the Mallory Line, who was in 
charge of the Dolphin as Mr. Roach’s repre- 
sentative on her last unsuccessful trip, was 
again on handto actin the same capacity yes- 
terday. Pilot Frank Bell, who knows all the 
dangerous spots in Long Isiand Sound, and who 
was at the Dolphin’s wheel on both her first 
and second failures, again occupied the 
pilot-house. Capt. George E. Belknap and 
Commander R. D. Evans, of the United 
States Navy, and Mr. Herman Winters, 
composing the board appointed by Secretar 
Whitney to report whether or not the dispate 
boat fulfilled the conditions of the contract un- 
.der which she was built, walked up and down 
the deck shivering in the cold morning air. 
They were accompanied by Chief Engineers 
Thomson and Kiersted and Passed Assistant En- 
gineer Kearny, of the navy, who proposed as 
experts to find out and report to the Secretary 
of the Navy just how much horse power the en- 
gines of the Dolphin developed and maintained 
during the six hours’test. Passed Assistant En- 
gineer Kearny took the place of Chief Engineer 
Ziegler, who could not be present. 

These were all the passengers who boarded the 

dispatch boat in an official capacity. The 
Naval Advisory Board which made the first teat 
trip in the Dolphin was represented by Mr. 
Henry Steers, who was also present at the second 
failure, and by Mr. Semuel Archibald, a new 
member of the board. Mr. Frederick Sickles, 
who invented the steam steering apparatus 
with which the Dolphin is fitted, was one of the 
unofficial passengers. The rest of the Dolphin’s 
cabin passengers ‘included only Mr. Joha Roach 
and his three sons. 
*¢When 8 o’clock came everything about the 
Dolphin was in readiness, and as Pilot Beil sig- 
naled two bells to the engineer the vessel slowly 
backed out into the stream. The tide was 
running strong up the river, and 
by the time her head had been turned 
eastward enough for the engines. to be 
reversed the Dolphin had been carried 
a long distance 7 stream and nearly to the 
Greenpoint shore. She narrowly missed aloaded 
garbage scow, as the tide carried her diagonally 
across the river, but within 10 minutes after she 
left her berth the dispatch boat was turned to 
the pilot's satisfaction and headed for Hell 
Gate in apparently excellent trim for 
the work her builder expected she was 
going to do. Everything promised success. 
The sun was driving away the chilly 
breeze, the falling winds promised smooth water 
in the Sound, the engines were working to 
every body’s satisfaction, the Dolphin sailed well, 
and those on board congratulated each other 
over the outlook fora satisfactory trip. Through 
Hell Gate and past the numerous small islands in 
the lower part of the Sound the dispatch boat 
threaded its way withoutincident of any kind 
until Fort Schuyler and the fortifications at 
Willett’s Point had been left astern and Execu- 
tion Light wasseen ahead. 

The trial proper was to begin off Execution 
Light, and as that hove in sight the members of 
the Examining Board andthe horse power ex- 
perts got out their papers’ and pencils and be.- 
gan preparations for taking the data on which 
to make up their report. 


Execution Light was almost exactly a mile 
ahead when suddenly the Dolphin’s engines were 
slowed down rapidly, and a moment later they 
came to a dead om" It was then a few minutes 
after 9 o’clock. Mr. Roach led the rush all 
hands made to the engine room to see what 
the trouble was. ‘“‘ The after crank pin is heat- 
ed,” was the engineer’s reply to the questions 
showered upon him, and gloom settled over the 
Dolphin, for all knew that her third trial trip 
had failed just at the moment it was to 
begin. One of the Dolphin's crew had noticed a 
little curl of steam rising from the crank pin as 
water fell upon it, and this told the story. The 
machinery was stopped before the pin had be- 
come badly heated, but a hasty examination 
was enough to show the uselessness of trying to 
put the engines at their topspeed during the ay. 

The ye me engineers were even more down- 
hearted than the Dolphin'’s builder, and they 
took their time to take the journal apart and 
cool the pin, which had been tightened too 
much on Sunday. A part of the five hours oc- 
cupied by the engineers in this work while the 
Dolphin was at anchor was spent by the cabin 

assengers in eating a quiet little lunch which 
Mr. Roach’s thoughtfulness had provided, and 
the rest of the time they passed in discussion 
as to how they would return to the 
city. It was decided to gO on up the Sound to 
New-Haven, spend the night there, and return 
to-day. After the engines had been put in 
working shape the Dolphin was accordingly 
headed up the Sound again, running at a 
moderate rate of speed. Eight or ten miles 
bad been’ opassed in this way, when 
it was sucgested. that as the en- 
gines were working all right there was 
nothing to hinder an immediate return to this 
city.

NEY-GENERAL TURNER, OF MEMPHIS, 
Mempuis, May 18.—About 10 o’clock this’ 
“morning, just after the organization of the 
Criminal Court for the May term and when the 
Grand Jury was inthe act of retiring, Walker 
Kennedy, editor of the Sunday Times, walked in 
alone, stepped behind the railing, and ap- 
proached G. P, M. Turner, Attorney-General, 
who sat near the jury box. Turner was looking 
toward the bench, and did not see Kennedy, who 
held acane in one hand and threw the other 
back on the hip, spitting at Turner and 
missing his mark. The latter turned, and as he 
did so Kennedy spat squarely iu his face. Turn- 
er sprang up, yelling like a wild man, and 1n- 
stantl rew apistol. Kennedy, not expecting 
to find him armed in the court room, became as 
white asasheet, and before Turner could level 
the pistol at him sprang behind a bie fellow 
named John Manogue, stooping down s0 as to 
be completely hidden, and crying out, 
“Don’t let him kill me; [ am unarmed.” 
A policeman and several Deputy Sheriffs seized 
and disarmed Turner, while Kennedy was 
searched and found to be unarmed. He left the 
courtiroom while Turner was still raving, and will 
be tried on Friday for contempt of court, while 
the Attorney-General will go before the Grand 
Jury for carrying concealed weapons. Turner 
is also editor of the Daily Scimetar, and the last 
few issues of that paper and of the Times have 
been filled with vile personal attacks. Turner is 
of a powerful physique, while Kennedy is far 
below the average size.

A CYCLONE IN KANSAS.

The damage at 
Bull City, Stockton, Edmpnd, and Kirwin con- 
sists of houses unroofed, chimneys, fences, and 
trees blown down, windows shattered and houses 
wrecked, The damage in Rooks County alone is 
estimated at $50,000.”

The rebe) pepees captured by Gen. Middleton 
when Batoche was evacuated are of great im- 
portance to the Government. Among them are 
minutes of the councilin which Albert Monk- 
man, who is now held by Gen. Middleton, is 
represented as having taken a prominent part 
iu the meetings, and showing that he had com- 
mand ofa number of men at Duck Lake.

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A MURDERER LYNCHED, 
> 
HAIRSTON ‘TERRY, A WHITE MAN, TAKEN 
FROM JAIL AND HANGED. 
LiBerty, Va., May 18.—As a colored la- 
“borer was on his way to this village before the 
dawn of day this morning he observed the body 
:of Hairston Terry dangling from the limb of an 
apple tree just outside the town. Last Saturday 
‘Terry visited Liberty, and while in the place 
shot and killed Mr, T. A, Jeter, one of the most 
popular men of the county. The tragedy caused 
the most intense excitement in the place. 


There were many rumors as to the provo-. 
cation for the deed. One of them is that 
Jeter, who was on the friendliest terms with 
Terry's father's family, had named a dog after 
zone Terry‘s sister Lettic. At the time of the. 

omicide Jeter was standi in front of the 
People’s Warehouse and the dog was lying at the 
teet of hisowner. Pointing to the animal Jeter 
is reported to have saia in a jocular manner, 
“Why haven’t you been around to see your’ 
kinfolks?” These words were guickly followed 
by two pistol shots from Terry’s five-shooter. 

ive minutes later Jeter was a dead man and 
Terry arrested and in jail. 

The murdered man was one of the most pop- 
ular men in Bedford County, and from the bour 
of his death there were strong indications that \ 
the young man who took his life would be 
lynched. About 2:30 o’clock this morning a 
body of mountea masked men rode up to the 

_jail here, overpowered the Deputy Sheriff in 
charge of the prisoner, captured the keys of the 
rison, and took young Terry from his cell and 
urried him to the outskirts of the village. 
The march was a silent one. The prisoner, 
‘it is said, did not utter a word to the 
party along the route. A large old ba 
tree, the pleasant odor of whose blossoms filled 
the early morning air, was selected as the place 
of execution. Here, onan overhanging limb, a 
‘noose was speedily adjusted and young Terry 
made to pay the penalty for Jeter’s death. The 
alarm sounded by the jailer when he discovered 
how his prisoner had been taken from him did 
not avail. It is almost certain that among those 
who took partin lynching ey | were some of 
the most prominent citizens of this village and 
the surrounding country. It is very probable 
that the fearful punishment meted out to the 
‘accused man was largely attributed to the im-

He accordingly came here and satisfied himseif 
of the facts inthe case, had an interview with 
Mrs. Johnson, and learned from her lps the 
story of her truant husband’s heartless conduct, 
Mrs. Johnson then resolved on hunting down 
the man who had so cruelly deserted herself and 
ebild, ana she immediately set out for Chi- 
cago. Arriving there she registered under an 
assumed name at a hotel and obtained the assist- 
ance of Johnson's partner in instituting prelim- 
inary proceedings. Johnson was arrested for 
desertion. He waivea a hearing, entered bail 
for an appearance, and hastened to see his wife 
and arrange for a settlement. When he called 
on her he showed a divorce that he 
had obtained during his residence in 
Chicago under the lax laws of Illinois. 
This was the first knowledge she had of a di- 
vorce. The runaway husband was anxious for 
‘*an amicable settlement,” and showed great 
anxiety to keep the story out of the newspa- 
pers, lest its publication might destroy his social 
prospects. rs. Johnson finally agreed to set 
him free on the payment of $2,000, and to this he 
ladly consented. Mrs. Johnson has just re- 
urned from Chicago highly elated over her suc- 
cess in hurling a social thunderbolt at the man 
who deserted herself and child two years ago. 
She has ratified the divorce of the deserter and 
is a free Woman once more.

BURTON AND CUNNINGHAM 
GUILTY OF TREASON-FELONY. 
THE JURY OUT ONLY FIFTEEN MINUTES—<« 
MINISTER PHELPS WITNESSES THE CON= 
VICTION—BURTON BREAKS DOWN. 
_ Lownpon, May 18.—The trial of Cunning: 
ham and Burton at.the Old Bailey was brought 
to a conclusion to-dav. The court room wad 
crowded to hear the Judge’s charge and see the} 
termination of the case. Among the notabilities 
present were the Lord .Mayor and United 
States Minister Phelps. The latter sat be- 
side Justice Hawkins. There were many ladies 
in the room. The prisoners worean anxioug 
look and followed Judge Hawkins’s charge with! 
intense interest. The drift of the charge was: 
clearly against the prisoners. The Judge began 
by explaining the nature of the accusation and: 
expounded the Jaw on the subject. He them 
analyzed the evidence, calling the jury’s at- 
tention to the fact that Burton's state< 
ment was not made under oath, and 
therefore entitled to very little credence, 
If there was any truth in the statement, 
said the Judge, it was astounding that no wit- 
ness was called to support it. The Judge drew, 
- attention likewise to the fact that Cunninghanv 
and Burton had frequently been seen together.; 
They had been ably defended and their trial had 
been fairly conducted. The bag and coat 
found at the Charing Cross railway sta- 
tion had been identified beyond question: 
as the property of Burton. Burton's state-; 
ment, in which he admitted buying two bags: 
at Southampton, was inconsistent with the state-; 
ment of the defense, which denied that Burton 
had been at Southampton at the time or ha 
bought the bags. Burton's explanation of how h 
had come into possession of Cunningham’s trun 
was unsatisfactory. It was a remarkable cir- 
cumstance that the iy conn = mp both informed) 
their respective landladies, the one that a frien 
was coming forthe trunk and the other that he 
‘expected to have thetrunk.

He said he wag 
willing to accept penal servitude for life, 
but they could not touch his soul 
He maintained that he knew nothing about th 
detonator, and that somebody must have place 
itinhis box. Burton, in protesting his inno, 
cence, said that the whole power of England 
and the Unitea States had been brought to bea: 
, against him, and he hoped the day would com 
when he would receive justice. 

In seutencing the prisoners Justice Hawkins 
.said they had been convicted of a crime as bad 
cruel, and wicked as had ever entered the hea 
of man. Itcould not be too well known that 


f:neither her Majesty the Queen nor her adviserd 


could be intimidated by any such means. The 
humanity of those in charge of the prosecution 
alone prevented them from indicting the prison, 
ers for high treason, on conviction forwhich theis 
lives would have been forfeited. Thecourt then 
sentenced both men to penal servitude for life. 
The announcement ofthis sentence was received 
"with applause, which the court suppressed., 
. Cunningham maintained his self-composure, bu

have since been bitter enemies. Burton founded 
the society. Avengers believed Burton’s! 
motive throughout was not patriotic, but pe- 
cuniary. The statement gives the method by 
which the explosives were brougkt to England. 
The Gower-street explosion was done by am 
elder brother of Cunningham, resembling the 
latter, who escaped to America immediately 
after the explosion. Burton directed all the ex~« 
plosions except that at London Bridge. He de- 
tailea Cunningham and another man to blow up 
the Tower. Cunningham only watched while the! 
other man placed the explosive. The accomplice 
escaped before the fuse wasconsumed. Three 
men effected the Westminster explosion, two of; 
whom, in female attire, carried the explosives 
fn their hoop skirts. A)l three escaped. The 
attempt to blow up the Albert Memorial failed 
owing to the closure of the gates. The 
Peete oe of dynamite is probably still in the 

rpentine. 

Lonpon, May 19.—All the morning papers 
approve the sentence of Burton and Cunning< 
ham to life imprisonment, and express the hope; 
and belief that the result of the trial will have a 
deterrent effect upon other dynamiters.

Eugene M. Packard, of No. 329 Twelfth 
‘street, Brooklyn, was arrested yesterday po 
noon at his home on a pench warrant charging} 
him with the embezziement of money belongings 
to his former employer. For 30 years Packard! 
held the place of bookkeeper for Harvey Owens, 
a grocer who did business until two years ago 
at Atlantic-avenue and Henry-strect. Before 
giving up his business Owens, it is alleged, missed! 
large sums of money, which disappeared inj 


the most extrrordinarily mysterious manner.) 
Packard, who is now 69 years old, had been 
‘trusted so long that. he was never for a 
moment suspected. But now, it is claimed, 
an examination of the grocer’s accounts hag 
been made, and, it is alleged, it has been discov- 
ered that Packard has embezzled about $50,000 
It was part of his business to pay bills for hid 
employer, who for this purpose attached his sig« 
nature to blank checks, leaving Packard to fill 
in the amounts. The latter, so the complaint 
runs, systematically made the checks payabl 

“to rer’? for about twice the amount o 

bills, cashed them himself, and kept the balance. 
The amount of the real bill was placed on tha 
check stub, and shown tothe grocer as tha 
amount the check had been drawn for. The 
time of embezziement is said to have extended 
over a period of 10 years. Packard denied the 
charge absolutely, and was locked up to await 
examination. 





A NUN COMMITS SUICIDE. 
MILWAUKEE, May 18.—Last night a: young 
woman jumped into the river here and was 
drowved. She made her leap from one of the 
bridges, where she had stripped and left her 
clothes.

THE TEST OF OPTIONAL COURSES 
FOR TWO YEARS. 

AOW STUDENTS HAVE USED THE CHOICE 
GIVEN THEM—BEARINGS ON HIGHER 
EDUCATION AND COLLEGE WORE, 

New-Haven, May 18.—In regard to the 
present tendencyjof many colleges, notably Har- 
vard, toward an exclusively elective system, 

Yale has been considered a stronghold of con- 

servatism. In fact, Yale’s policy in general has 

been conservative, and the concessions of the 
past year become, therefore, especially signifi- 
fant. To be sure,as compared with the Har- 
vard system, the amount of freedom possessed 
by the students in the choice of their studies is 
small. Aman cannot go through Yale, as he 
can go through Harvard, avoiding, with slight 
exceptions in the Freshman year, all the 
old prescribed studies to which our fathers 
attached so much importance; but as compared 
with Yaile’s past policy the change scems almost 
arevolution. Until the present year examina- 
tions for entrance have been chiefly in tne classics 
and mathematics. The work of the first two 
years has been rigidly prescribed, and has in- 
cluded, besides Latin, Greek, and mathematics, 


pa short course in rhetoric, with considerable 
practice in declamation and English composi- 
tion. In Jumor and Senior years, besides the re- 
quired work, which constituted about three- 
fourths of the whole, each student was required 
to have four exercises a week in some optional 
study, and this constituted the whole of the 
elective work in an academical course. 

Within the past year, an examination in French 
or German has been added at entrance, and in 
compensation the amount of required_ Latin 
and Greek bas beenslightly diminished, For the 
first two years of the course the principal 
changes are found in the opportunities given to 
the Sopbomores for the study of English litera- 
ture, and to both Sophomores and Freshmen tor 
the study of French or German. It is in the 
work of the last two years that the greatest 
change has been made. In Junior year there 
are now only seven hours per week of required 
work, divided among physics, astronomy, 
logic, geology, and psychology, while each 
student must take at least eight hours of 
optional work. In Senior year only three 
hours are required for a course in psychology 
and ethics, and 12 hours per week as the min- 
imum are devoted to optional work. Even if all 
took the minimum amount of optional work 
more than half the work of Junior year and 
more than three-fourths of that of Senior year 
ls thus made elective. This minimum corre- 
sponds to the amount of work required under 
the old system, and is supposed to be enough to 
occupy a man’s time. It is a noticeable fact, 
therefore, that almost one-third (about 40 
men) of each class take more than _ this 
required amount. In addition to the va- 
rious regular lecture courses there have 
been during the past Winter two uni- 
versity lecture courses of extraordinary 
interest to the whole college, ard particularly to 
the optional classes in English literature. Dur- 
ing the first term Donald G. Mitcheil delivered 
aseries of lectures on English literature up to 
the time of Shakespeare, continued during the 
second term by Prof. Nathan P. Seymour to 
Tennyson and Browning. They added to the 

opularity of the new movement, though they 
Pad no necessary connection with it. Another 
popular innovation was the substitution of semi- 
annual general examinations for ** annuals.” 

It would be manifestly unfair to judge the 
elective system rigidly by its first workings. In 
future years students will bave more time in 
which to choose their courses than was given 
this year, and consequently will choose more 
jntelligently. All the machinery of the college 
requires time to adopt itself to the new order of 
things. In the Junior year the range.of courses 
from which to select isas yet very narrow, in- 
cluding no provision wbatever for the study of 
political science, and almost none _ for 
the study of the physical sciences. Only 
in the ciassics and in the modern languages are 
the courses at all numerous, All this will doubt- 
less be changed as years go on, when the Alumni 
begin to recognize that the college needs money 
more than laudatory speeches. The college daily 
has collected some statistics as to the choice of 
optionals, from which it appears that among the 
Seniors the favorite optional is Prof. Sumner’s 
* Political Economy,” with 106 out of a 
class of 121. Then follow Prof. Phelps’s 
“Municipal Law,” with 94; his“ Inter- 
national Law,” with 88, and Prof, Wheeler's 
“Constitutional History of England,” with 
%6. In the order of popularity the subjects 
are political science, modern janguages, history, 
mental and moral science, natural and physical 
Beience, classics and linguistics, and mathe- 
matics. Among the Juniors, German is taken 
by i107 out of a class of 144: French is taken by 88, 
and English literature by 72. The subjects in the 
order of popularity are modern languages, his- 
tory, classics and linguistics, natural and 
physical science, and mathematics. From these 
firures it is evident that men who have already 
had two years of college training in the classics 
will not generally chouse to pursue the study 
further. Among the Seniors political science 
attracts nine times as many men as Latin and 

reck, and among the Juniors, in spite 
of the meagreness of their opportunities 
in other directions the showing is about 
the same. Nothing can be deduced from this as 


to the decline of classical study, however, as it 
is along time since either Latin or Greek was 
required in the last two years. Perhaps the 
strongest argument for the new departure is 
that every instructor who has had anything to 
do with it expresses himself as pleased with the 
results. That it has been favorably received 
among the majority of the students is indis- 
putable, This is only what gmight be expected, 
Bince the greatest sticklers for the old course 


can still eiect that course, and few men of 20 or 
28 (the average age of the two upper classes at 
Yale) will admit that they are not qualified to 
exercise some choice. 

Whetber the elective system will really 
bring about better results ang promote 
higher scholarship is quite another matter, and 
it is in these respects that criticism thus early is 
apt to be unfair. It might naturally be expect- 
ed that men would maintain a higher standing 
in subjects of their own choice, in which they 
would, presumably, be especially interested, 
than in some compulsory study which might 
distasteful. Unfortunately, the only eriod 
whose records are available was particularly un- 
favorable to study. During the first haif of the 
present year the Junior Class lowered its average 

tanding rather more than other Junior Classes 

ve done during the same time, while the Senior 
Class kept at about the same average in spite 
ot having been freed from a large amount of 
work in psychology, the most difficult of 
pubjects for the average undergraduate. It 
would be unsafe and probably misleading to 
firaw avy inferences whatever from these facts. 
The substitution of written for oral examina- 
tions at the middle of the year, though popular, 
lowered the average standing of a class, and the 
excitement of the Presidential election was es- 
pecially adverse to study. As a Professor re- 
marked, when men spend the evening and part 
of the daytime in parading about in processions 
something must suffer. Still, there are many 
who claim that the increased latitude is taken 
advantage of by men to choose the easiest 
rourses, while the growing disuse of the daily 
marking book tempts them to slight the daily 
work, leaving the greater part to be done just 
before examinations. With men of this age, 
however, the mere question of marks may not 
ponstitute a valid objection, even if it should be 
proved that this claim has foundation. 

To the minds of those students who really re- 
fiect on the matter the most serious objection 
lies in the very idea beld by most men of what 
gn college course should be. The purpose of most 
undereraduates of Yale and of other American 
colleges is to get a general basis of information 
for their prospective business or profession with- 
put penetrating very far into any subject. If all 
who come to college were of this mind the up- 
hulders of the old system would have astrong 
case. Men in general select optionals in a des- 
ultory, haphazard way, guided by what they 
think they ought to know something about or 
what they would like best to study, with no sys- 
tem or order running through their choices. 
Hence few men are graduated from college with 
gf real mastery of any subject or any adequate 
jdea of what critical investigation or the 
mastery of a subject really means. The ma- 
jority, never getting far beyond the beginning 
pf a subject, are fora large part of their course 
under the instruction of the men of less note in 
the Faculty, while very few receive any instruc- 
tion at all from some of the college’sablest men. 
Two men elected Prof. Dana's advanced geology 
and petrology optional, one man took Sanskrit 
with Prof. Whitney, and the facts are much the 
same with regard to prominent Professors of 
the classics and other subjects. A short time ago 
a Professor began with an advanced class the 
critical study of the Homeric poems, and 
endeavo to ve some idea of what 
ciassical scholarship and method really 
are. At the (first opportunity almost 
every one gave up the study. They had 
expected to see Homer treated, so to speak, ina 
popular way, and had little interest in critical 
Btudy. This dearth of men in advanced courses 
is not entirely to be explained by the nature of 
the subjects; it is largely due to the low ideas of 
education prevalent among college men. Some 
already lament that they bave chosen aimlessly. 

such men the elective system can be of little 
benefit. To besurea prescribed course is en- 
tirely foreign to the idea of a university, but 

fore an elective system can be fully success- 
ful the students themselves must be educated to 
the perception of what a university education 
may be made. At present the men who reap 
the full benefits of the change are much in the 
winority. 








OBSTRUCTING THE SIDEWALK. 
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THE CLUVERIUS TRIAL,

TESTIMONY IN SUPPORT OF THE THEORY OF 
THE PROSECUTION. 

Ricumonp, Va., May 18.—In tne Cluvye- 
rius murder trial this morning the colored 
chambermaid, Henrictta Wimpush, was further 
cross-examined by the defense without eliciting 
anything new. In reply to a question by the 
prosecution. she said she saw the prisoner-at the 
police court at the time of the examining trial, 
when she and the floor servant at the Exchange 
Hotel both recognized him. 

Miss Ella Madison, first cousin of Lillian Madi- 
son, was sworn. She testified that her cousin 
Lillian came to Richmond on Oct. 10 last and 
was the guest of her aunt. She remained four 
days. Witness last saw her on Oct. 14. Lillian 


remained every night at her aunt’s, except one, 
which she spent at her cousin’s, William H. Mad- 
ison. Shedid not go on thestreet often. On 
Sunday and Monday afternoons during that 
visit she went to her cousin E. C. Jones’s house. 
Lillian did not spend the night of Jan. 6 at her 
aunt’s. She was almost an entire stranger in 
Richmond, and she had never, to witness’s 
knowledge, been either at Hollywood Cemetery 
or the reservoir. 

E. C. Jones, a first cousin of Lillian, testified 
that she was not at his house in January. The 
last time she was there was on Oct. 14 last. He 
remembered that Lillian had visited Richmond 
three times in years past, but could not name 
the dates. 

Judge Crump, of the defense, here asked that 
the evidence of the last two witnesses be stricken 
from the record, as the movements of the de- 
ceased were irrelevant. 

Mr. Meredith, of the prosecution, opposed the 
motion, because he wanted to show that it was 
only the prisoner who could have deceived the 
deceased woman, or who had an opportunity to 


do 80. 

The court denied the motion, and an exception 
was noted. 

D. C. Richardson, a Police Justice of Rich- 
mond, had received from Bath County a trunk 
and a bag containing clothing, letters, and other 
articles, among them a number of envelopes. He 
romoyved ali the letters and envelopes and 
kept them in his possession until he 
turned them over to the Commonwealth. 
The witness was here shown a letter and a piece 
of written poetry which he said had been found 
at the bottom of the trunk under all the cloth- 
ing, and undera newspaper spread on the bot- 
tom. He identified both. He was also shown 
several letters and envelopes which he identified 
as having been taken from the trunk by himself. 
He had received a note inclosed in an envelope 
addressed to T. J. Cluverius, which he had also 
turned over to the Commonwealth. 

The trunk and bag were called for by the de- 
fense, and were brought into court. 

W. R. Quaries, banker and broker, was next 
sworn. He said he had been connected with 
banks for 20 years; hadseen the prisoner’s hand- 
writing, having had business transactions with 
him in which his writing was necessary. A 
postal card which the defense admitted was in 
the prisoner's writing, a letter, and an envelope 
were shown and witness thought that the writ- 
ing in all three instances had been done by T. J. 
Ciuverius. The other letters and envelopes 
previously shown to Police Justice Richardson 
witness thought were in the handwriting of 
Cluverius. The piece of poetry found in the 
trunk was examined by the witness, and he 
found that the writing on it and that on the 
postal card, which the defense had admitted as 
the prisoner’s writing, were alike. The general 
appearance of the writing on both was about 
the same and he bad no doubt they were writ- 
ten by the same person. 

James D. Craig, an expert bookkeeper was 
sworn. The letters previously produced were 
shown to him, and he said the writing was the 
same on them as on the postal card admitted as 
having been written by the prisoner. The writ- 
ing was not identical, but the name * Cluverius” 
was unmistakably the same. The piece of poetry 
witness thought was also written by the person 
who wrote the postal card, although there was 
a little variation in the general appearance, 
caused, possibly, by the condition of the mind, 
the poetry evidently having been copied. He 
had never read the paper through. It wasa vile 
and vulgar composition. He did not claim to be 
an expert, but he did claim to be a pretty good 
judge of handwriting. 

Mrs. J. B. Dickinson was then sworn. She 
said that she had lived in Bath County all her 
life. She knew Lillian Madison, who was a 
teacher at the schoolhouse on witness's farm. 
Sbe came there on Oct. 16 and remained till 
March 12, when she left. Witness was familiar 
with the clothing of Miss Madison. She minutely 
described the red crochet shawl and the hat and 
vell worn by Miss Madison and identifiea the 


three articles shown her. 

A number of envelopes were here shown to the 
witness, who said the handwriting on them was 
very much like that on the letter of March 10. 
Soon after the last-mentioned letter was re- 
ceived Lillian came to witness with the letter in 
her hand, and handeditto her and she reada 
part of it. Witness said she could identify the 
letter. It was banded to her, and after reading 
it she said it was the same letter, It was on 


account of this letter that Lillian left witness's 
home to goto Richmond. 

At this point the court adjourned until to- 
morrow. 





VALUABLE LUMBER'LANDS AT STAKE. 
Toronto, Ontario, May 18.—An impor- 
tant case is being heard in the Chancery Court to- 


day. Jtis brought by the Ontario Government 


against the St. Catharines Milling and Lumber 
Company to restrain the defendants from cut- 
ting timber on property in the Algoma district, 
near Wabigoon Lake, and for a declaration that 
the company has no title to the property. The 


company claims to have a license to cut the tim- 


ber from the Dominion Government, and that it 


paid over $4,000,000 for the right. The quantity 
of timber cut already amounts to 1,000, feet. 
The Ontario Government says that the property 
is within the limits of Ontario, and tnat they are 
entitled to it. he Dominion Government 
claims that the property was formerly owned 
by the Indians, and that by the Northwest Angle 
treaty it became entitled to the lands in ques- 


tion. Attorney-General Mowat appears for the 
Ontario Government and Dalton McCarthy for 
the Dominion Government. The result will de- 
termine the ownership of 55,000 square miles of 
territory. ss 





MR. DALY'S INJUNCTION DISSOLVED. 
CuIcaco, May 18.—Judge Blodgett, of 


the United States court, to-day dissolved the in- 


junction obtained by Augustin Daly, of New- 
York, against Robert P. Peattie, of Chicago, 
journalist, to restrain the latter's disposal of his 
English version of Schoenshan'’s German come- 
dy, “The Rape of the Sabines.” The plaintiff 
had claimed to possess the exclusive right to 
adapt the German play mentioned for the Ameri- 
can stage, which he had done under the title of 
“A Night Off,” but Judge Blodgett sustained 
the defendant’s plea, that the German original, 

ublished in book form, was on unrestricted sale 
n Germany, and could therefore be translated

The decision is an important one, as it holds 
that the words ‘ais manuscript gedruckt,” 
which are found on the title page of nearly 
every play printed in German, do not preserve 
any rights to the author in this country if the 
play has been printed, but that any one has the 
right to translate or use such plays.

CHILI. 


The compliwent of a farewell banquet 
was paid to the newly appointed Minister to 
Chili, the Hon. William R. Roberts, at Delmoni- 
co’s last night. Two or three dozen hydrangeas 
in full bloom gave the large ballroom a Spring- 
like appearance. The company of banqueters 
was very large and included many men of 
political and social prominence. The flags of 
the United States and of Chili were 
stretched across the wall at the back of 
the raised table of honor, and the music 
balcony was concealed from view by the Irish 
coat-of-arms, flanked by the green flag of Ire- 
land and the tri-colored flag of France. Some- 
body asked why the Irish and French ban- 
ners should be thus united, and the ever-ready 
Judge W. H. Kelly explained: ‘* Why, you see, 
the guest of the evening 1s Irish and the wait- 
ers are French—see ?” 

Park Commissioner Crimmins presided. Upon 
his right sat Mr. Roberts, and upon his left 
Mayor Grace. Near by were ex-Postmaster- 
General James and F. B. Thurber. Among the 
remaining 200 diners were Recorder Smyth, E. 
Ellery Anderson, William Lummis, Henry W. 
Cannon, Controller of the Currency, ex-Con- 
troller John Jay Knox, Judge W. H. Kelly, 
Judge Maurice J. Power, Hubert O. Thompson, 
Assistant Treasurer Thomas C. Acton, Commo- 
dore A. Van Santvoord, R. M. Gallaway, R. M. 
Walters, Morgan J. O’Brien, City Chamberlain 
William M. Ivins, Dr. Charles E. Simmons, 
Thomas Costigan, George H. Andrews, Dr. 
William Wallace, Jadge David McAdam, John 
B. Manning, Charies W. Dayton, Charles R. 
Flint, H. K. Thurber, Judge Andrew J. White, 
and the Hon. Josep P. Kennedy. A brief con- 
gratulatory speech was made by Mr. Crimmins, 
which met with an equally brief reply from Mr. 
Roberts. 

The Hon. Thomas L. James, in responding to 

the toast **The United States,” congratulated 
the country that the President had nominated— 
and the Senate had confirmed—a trained mer- 
chant, familiar with the law and customs of 
trade and the needs of commerce, as Minister to 
Chili, Such an appointment, Mr. James said 
wasthe more gratifying as it was not unusua 
for Administrations, in making selections of this 
character, to be governed by social reasons, the 
clamor of partisanship, and the claims of local- 
ity, forgetting that to be a useful, influential 
and honorable representative abroad require 
something more than an ability to digest good 
dinners or to give instruction in the noble game 
of poker. Col. Roberts, remarked the speaker, 
was sent to the most progressive republic 
in the world except the United States. 
The new Minister would not be an 
ornamental officer, He would find plenty 
of hard work to do; he would find pitted against 
him some of the brightest minds and most acute 
intellects in the world, trained from their youth 
in the diplomatic service of the countries they 
represent. Col. Roberts had faith, tact, and 
common sense, and he believed with his whole 
heart and soul that the manifest des- 
tiny of this Nation is that its  insti- 
tutions, its ideas, and its commerce 
shall dominate this continent. His earnest 
efforts, it was hoped, would be given “‘to re- 
store the lost prestige of our influence with its 
legitimate sphere to promote peace, to judicious- 
ly but vigorously contest with any and all 
comers in order to extend and foster our trade, 
and to aid in restoring our fiag to the high seas 
and in making our merchant marine what it 
once was—the first in the world.” 
E. Ellery Anderson spoke to the toast, ‘*The 
State of New-York,” and Mayor Grace spoke for 
the city of New-York. Of the new Minister 
Mr. Grace said: ‘ Fortunately he represents an 
administration at home which is not improperly 
concerned inthe affairs of its neighbors, and 
will indulge in no brilliant feats of states- 
manship for the purpose of securing a littie 
cheap glory to be used as political capital in the 
future. His mission will be a fraternal one, and 
not that of an intermeddler.” Frank Lincoln 
entertained the compan with some of 
his amusing sketches, letter was read 
from Secretary Bayard, in which was 
said: “The honor is well deserved 
by Mr. Roberts, and I am sure this expression of 
respect will endue him with greater energy in 
the extension, opening, and deepening of the 
natural channels of trade between the United 
States and their sister republics of South Amer- 
ica. This Government has no plan inconsistent 
with the integrity, prosperity, and development 
of every State in the entire hemisphere.”

er,Jand De Paetz soon lost his newlfound strength. 
He went to bed again and never left it. The 
pain in his throat became so intense that he was 
unable to swallow any nourishment. He had 
several hemorrhages, and his death was due to 
loss of blood and inability to take nourishment. 
Dr. Gerleth says that the case is similar to that

RUGG’S SKETCH OF HIS LIFE.

QUESTIONS FOR BUSINESS MEN. 


TH® TOPICS WHICH WILL. BE DISCUSSED AT 
THE COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 18.—Although the 
National Commercial Convention does not meet 
until to-mori.,\v the city is to-day full of dele- 
gates, and the lines which areto be formed on 
the questions for discussion are being sharply 
drawn. Among those already present and who 
have telegraphed that they are already on the 
way are Philo Parsonsand John H. Wendel, of 
Michigan; Gen. Brinkerhoff and 8. Dana Hor- 
ton, of Ohio; ex-Goy. Stannard, of Missouri; 
ex-Gov. Gear, of Iowa; Gen. Robert Toombs, of 
Georgia; Congressman John G. Sims, of Colo- 


rado; William F. Cobb, of Chicago; ex-Senator 
Warner, of Alabama; H. 8S. Bachman, of San 
Francisco; the 1 .n. John Huntingdon, of 
New-Hampshire; tne Hon. Jobn H. McAden, 
of North Carolina; ex-Gov. Porter, of Ten- 
nessee, and Col. H. B. Hammet, of South 
Carolina. The question which will probably 
loom up as the great bone of contention 
is the necessity for a uniform bankrupt law. 
From letters received and the expressions of 
those here it is easy to see that there are two 
sharply defined parties. The subject will be in- 
troduced in the convention through a paper 
which will be read by ex-Gov. E. A. Stan- 
nard, of Missouri, in which he will maintain the 
affirmative of the question: ** Does the public 
interest require the enactment by Congress of a 
national bankrupt law?” Ex-Senator H. V. M. 
Miller, of Georgia, one of the greatest orators of 
the State, has booked his intention of combat- 
—— position of ex-Gov. Stannard, and the 
debate thus precipitated will not only be warm, 
but to a large degree sectional. The delegates 
from the credit centres, manufacturers, whole- 
sale merchants, and like classes, representing 
the large cities North and West, are found to 
lean in favor of a uniform bankrupt law be- 
cause it will aid their collections and render 
their business moresecure. ‘Lhe delegates from 
the debtor centres, who would feel the heavy 
hand of such a law in times of commercial de- 
pression, favor all the protection which State 
lines and legal technicalities can give them. It 
will be a contest between business centralism 
and business democracy. From this it will be 
easy to see that the great mass of the Southern 
delegates will oppose the idea of a uniform 
bankrupt law, while the bulk of the Noithern 
delegates will favor it ona vote. Ex-Gov. Stan- 
nard’s proposition may be defeated, owing to 
the heavy representation which will be here 
from the debtor sections. 

The ones which will come next as affecting 
a popular chord will be that introduced by the 
Hon. 8. Dana Horton, of Ohio, who will answer 
the question: ‘** Does the public interest require 
the temporary suspension of the compulsory 
coinage of silver?’ by maintaining that it does. 
Ex-Senator Warner, of Alabama, will antago- 
nize him and will, it is said, be not only sup- 
ported by almost the entire South, but also 
the far Western States, whose delegates regard 
this as the vital question of the convention, It 
is rumored here to-night that Gen. Toombs, 
whois an authority upon finance, is preparing 
himself and will be heard upon this question. If 
he does make his appearance in the debate it will 
become highly sensational. 

The third question in interest, though not so 
generally discussed asthe two preceding ones, 
will be the national control of railroads. Gen. 
Jobn B. Gordon, who since his retirement from 
the Senate has become largely identified with 
railroads, will read a paper on the question: 
“Does the public interest require national 
control of railway transportation?” It is 
stated that he will take very strong ground 
against such control, as ae railroad 
enterprise and imposing restrictions upon one 
branch of business which are not imposed upon 
others. The Hon. John O’Donnell, one of the 
Railroad Commissioners of New-York, will ad- 
vocate the control by the Government of rail- 
way transportation. The Hon. Campbell Wal- 
lace, Chairman of the Georgia Railroad Com- 
mission, has declined to enter into the discussion 
on the ground that, asthe Georgia Commission 
is a judicial body, it wou!d be improper for one 
of its members to commit himself to the theo- 
ries which may afterward come before him for 
legal adjudication. 

he paper which will be read by Gen. A. R. 
Lawton, of Georgia, whose name was made so 
prominent in connection with the Russian mis- 
sion, on reciprocity treaties, and the extradition 
of fugitives in foreign countries, will be of 
great legal interest, but no intimation has been 
given of the theories Gen. Lawton will advocate. 
The delegates are being well received, appear to 
be men of the best class, will be well entertained 
while here, and will conclude their labors by

PRESIDENT ZALDIVAR RESIGNS AND LEAVES: 
THE COUNTRY.

San Salvador and that Gen. Figueroa has been 
elected in his stead.

Despatches -having been received in this city 
yesterday to the effect that there had been 


apother revolution in Salvador and that Presi- 


dent Zaldivar had been compelled to leave the 

country, Mr. Jacob Baiz, the Salvadorian Consul 

here, was asked if he had any information on 

the subject. He replied that he had received 

fp net morning a cable dispatch from 
ibertad which read asjfollows: 

*“* Zaldivar nas run, leaving Figueroain charge. Men- 
endez took Santana 15th, proclaimed himself Presi- 
dent; took Sansarate yesterday; will be in Salvador 
and haye the country soon quiet.” 


This, Mr, Baiz said, was all the information he 


had regarding the alleged revolution. On April 
21, he added, President Zaldivar had addressed 
he Government of Guatemala asking that 
five Commissioners be appointed to meet 
at Santa Tecla on a 15 to_prociaim 
the union of Central American republics, and 
to dictate the fundamental laws of the union. 
Guatemala replied to thistbat Zaldivar must be 
well:aware of the efforts Barrios had made to 
effect a union, and of the results of those efforts. 
In view of ail the circumstances Guatemala did 
not think the time favorable to treat of a mat- 
ter of so much _ importance. About eight 
days ago, Mr. Baiz said, Zaldivar sent to 
Congress his resignation. Congress refused 
to accept this, and the President then 
asked for a leave of absence, with 
permission to go abroad. This, Mr. Baiz thought, 
was undoubtedly granted. and the President 
went away, leaving Gen. Figueroa in charge. 
Before he left, however, Gen. Menendez, who 
bad taken part with Barrios in trying to estab- 
lish the Central American Union, and whois a 
Salvadorian, had got up a revolution in the 
Province of Santa Anna. Consul Baiz believed 
that Zaldivar left Libertad on thesteamship 
Grenada, which sailed on Sunday, and is due in 
this city June 2. 





RAILROAD STRIKERS DISORDERLY. 

DENVER, Col., May 18.—The strike of the 
shop hands of the Denver and Rio Grande Rail- 
road assumed a very serious aspect to-day. In 
accordance with an announcement made at the 
strikers’ meeting yesterday afternoon, at which 
several incendiary speeches were made, about 
500 men and 40 or 50 women assembled in the 
vicinity of the shops this morning, and several 
inflammatory speeches were made, songs 
were sung, and a_ general demonstra- 
tion of defiance indulged in. One of 
the yardmen returning to work was set 
upon by the crowd and knocked down, kicked, 
andcutin the face in'a most brutal manner. 
Other workmen were escorted througn the 
crowd by a posse of Deputy United States Mar- 
shals. About 8 o’clock two or three hundred of 
the strikers formed in line and marched to town. 
A halt was made in front of the office of a news- 
paper which had criticised the action of the men 
in striking and denounced some of their “ de- 
signing leaders.’’ Here copies of the paper were 
burned by the mob amid a pandemonium 
of jeers and yells of derision and defiance. The 
crowd then proceeded up Sixteenth-street. At 
Shedd’s cheap store another halt was made and 
the same programme was gone through with. 
lt appears that Shedd recently discharged a 
saleswoman who belonged to the woman's 
branch of the Knights of Labor organization 
without asking the consent of that body. Cir- 
culars commanding the reader to boycott 
Shedd’s store and the mewspaper were every- 
where distributed.

A WOMAN FATALLY INJURED;IN.A TENE- 
MENT HOUSE FIGHT. 


Dutch Kills, the northern boundary-of 
Long Island City, is but thinly populated, and 
the houses, as a rule, are tumble-down struct- 
ures, On Perver-street stands a tenement house 
known to the police as the ** House of Blazes,” 
and among others who-occupy it are Frederick 
Cooley, alias Brennen, and his wife, and 
John Woods and his wife; Elizabeth. 
All, are well known to the _ police. 
Last evening, as Officer McNorton was on duty 
on: Perver-street, a bareheaded woman dashed 
out of the tenement house and told him the 
people were murdering one another inside. The 


officer rushed in the house, and when he reached 
the second floorWoods came running toward him. 
Blood was streaming from several cuts on his 
face and head, and before he could tell the officer 
of the trouble he fell unconscious in the hall- 
way. Mrs. Woods was lying uuconscious on the 
floor, the blood streaming from an ugly gash in 
her forehead, while rushing wildly around the 
room with a heavy shovel in his hand was Coo- 
ley, crazed with drink and seeking either Woods 
or his wife, whom he threatened to kill. 

The officer seized him, and a struggle ensued, 
Cooley being reinforced by his wite. Her face 
and head were also badly cut, and as the officer 
seized her husband she seized the officer and 
tried to disarm him. Unsuccessful in this she 
dashed from the house and has not since been 
seen. Officer Flaherty came to McNorton's 
assistance, and Cooley was overpowered and 
taken tothe Second Precinct Station with Mr. 
and Mrs, Woods. The last-named had a cut across 
the forehead, which she said was inflicted by Mrs. 
Cooley with a fireshovel. Dr. Hitchcock said he 
feared the skull was fractured. and that the 
woman's physical condition was such that 
the loss of blood might prove fatal. After dress- 
ing her wounds she was locked up in a oell, as 
were the two injured men, as Long Island City 
has no hospital. Woods had a gash above the 
eye and two more on the side of hig neck, which 
he said were inflicted by Mrs. Cooley. Cooley had 
a gash On the side of the head, which he claimed 

oods gave him with a table knife. Neither 
man is dangerously injured. The officers who 
made the arrest tound a table knife and an open 
pocket knife in the house where the assault took 
piace, both of which bore blood stains. 

Woods said he had i= got home from work 
when Cooley attacked him and beat him. His 
wife interfered, and as she did so Mrs. Coole 
took a hand in the fracas and with a knife 
slashed right and left. Cooley said Woods was 
acting too familiarly with his wife and he 
whipped him.

EXERCISES AT THEIR SECOND. ANNIVERSARY 
MEETING. 

The big organ in the Madison-Avenue 
Congregational Church, which until lately has 
been sending waves of music over the troubled 
souls of Newmanites and anti-Newmanites, was 
nearly hidden last evening by the folds of the 
Star and Stripes of the United States and the 
dragon flag of China. Down on the platform sat 
terraces of young Chinamen, most of them 
with their cues neatly coiled on the backs 
of their shaven heads. Some were clad in native 
costume and more yetin that of the people of 
this country. Dozens of them were scattered 
around in the front seatsand among the large 
audience who had come to hear the exercises of 
the second anniversary meeting of the Chinese 
Sunday schools of New-York and Brooklyn, 
under the auspices of the Chinese Sunday School 
Union of this city. 

When the teachers and officers of the schools 
had coaxed and talked their pupils into seats 
they all sang “ Your Mission,”’ the Rev. Rob- 
ert M. Somerville prayed, and the Chinamen 
read passages of Scripture with fervor, which 
evoked hearty applause., Secretary R. Bassett of 
the union spoke of its work, and said there 
were 2,800 Chinamenin New-York and Brook- 
lyn who were yet without religious instruc- 
tion, The Rev. Lloyd W. Tompkina, Jr., eaid 
that Christians would never have passed 
a law forbidding Chinese to enter the United 
States. The Rev. B. C. Henry, who has been a 
missionary in Canton, talked to the pupils in 
Chinese, and madethem laugh and clap their 
hands. The Rev. Samuel H. Winshasades “* Rus- 
sia is the most abominable despotism in the 
world. Our land stands close to it in one enact- 
ment. Whena Christian man, no matter what 
his nationality, wants his wife to come and live 
with him and the Government forbids it, then 
it is time for all Christians to pray.” 

The pupils sang in Chinese “The Morning 
Light is Breaking,” and repeated verses from 
the Bible, Aw ang Ming, the serious-faced 
and impassive Chinese Consul in this city, made 
a long address in Chinese. Mr. Henry said that 
Aw Yang Ming dwelt on the advantages of the 
Sunday schools and of the knowledge of the 
English Janguage taught there. The Rev. 
George E. Strobridge made a ittle speech, in 
which he likened a collection to a dessert, Those 
persons present who desired were given a chance 
to enjoy that kind of dessert. All the Chinamen 
said they had had a good time, and ali the 


teachers and officers said that the work among 
the Chinese was meeting with good success. 


COMING POLITICAL PROBLEMS. 
Ata meeting of the Young Men’s Demo- 


cratic Club last evening, Simon Sterne delivered 
an address on *“*The Coming Political Questions 
for the Democratic Party.”” The most imme- 
diate and pressing question, he said, was the 
urgent necessity for stopping the coinage of sil- 
ver. The continuation of it means, he argued, 
the depreciation of the currency, with the con- 
sequent depression of the value of contracts for 


the payment of fixed sums of money and the re- 
sulting destruction of confidence in financial 
circles. He attributed much of the prevailing 
business depression to the uncertainty as to 
what Congress was going to do on this subject. 
Next 1n importance to discontinuing the coin- 
age of silver Mr. Sterne rated the revision of the 


tariff. The United States, he said, was no longer 


in a position to control the supply of cotton and 
cereals to the markets of the world. The estab- 
lishment of a high protective tariff had caused 
European nations to undertake the develop- 
ment of cotton production in Egypt and India 
and of grain production in India and South 
America,so as to be independent of this country, 
and their efforts have been in great part 
successful. Another question that will present 
itself in the near future is the establishment of 
party responsibility for the acts and omissions 
of Legislatures, both State and nationai, such as 
has been attached by custom to the English Par- 
liament. The control of great monopolies by the 
National Government and the carrying out of 
reform in the administration of city govern- 
ments were also, he said, among the problems 
with which the Democratio Party will soon 
have to deal. 











ILLUSTRATING FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

Prof. Cromwell, whose illustrations of 
foreign countries have been presented success- 
fully in several places of amusement in this city 
during the Winter, began a week’s engagement 
atthe Fourteenth-Street Theatre yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the presence of a fairly large audi- 
ence. His subject, which was illustrated in the 
afternoon as wellasin the evening, was “Italy, 
tne Art Land—From Palermo to Venice.” Prof. 
Cromwell’s assistant manipulating the stereop- 
tican threw upon tho screen a series of strik- 
ing pictures of scenes in Italy illustrating 
Florence, Palermo, Naples, Venice, and oth- 
er Italian cities, interspersed with vivid 
representations of masterpieces of ancient and 
modern sculpture, while Prof. Cromwell him- 
self gave an interesting account of the various 
pictures, sometimes enlivening his narrative 
with touch-and-go jocularity of that kind in 
which Bunthorne was an adept. Prof, Crom- 
well will continue his entertainments every 
afternoon and evening of this week. His sub- 
ject to-day is ‘* Rome, the Eternal City.” To- 
morrow it will be “Paris, the Beautiful City;” 
on Thursday, ‘* London, the Modern Babylon;” 
on Friday, “Switzerland and the Alps,” and on 
Saturday, * England, Scotland, Wales, Ireland, 
and the Lakes of Killarney.”

4A RESIDENT ARTIST’S PICTURES. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S DECISION 


MITTING THEM FREE OF DUTY. 
From the Washington Post, May 18. 

Late in the Spring of last year Mr. Walter 
Paris, the well-known artist, crossed the Atlan- 
tic from this country and spent the Summer 
sketching from nature in the South of England 
andon the Continent, in Normandy. When he 
took steamer for his return to the United States 
his luggage embraced a portfolio containing 
sixty-four sketches in water colors asthe fruit 
of his Summer’s work. Mr. Paris is by birtha 
British subject, but he has resided in this country, 
except for occasional visits abroad, for the jast 
fourteen years, and, moreover, on June 13, 1883, 
took out naturalization papers, which are ma- 
turaole within a month. 

In view of these facts Mr. Paris felt that he 
was in reality an American artist and entitled to 
ail the privileges of one. He was, therefore, 
surprised to learn from the New-York customs 
otticials that his pictures could not enter the 
United States except upon the payment of a 
snug duty sum. Mr. Paris promptly refused to 
pay, and after spending two weeks in New-York 
daily but vainly urging upon the Collector his 
view of the case, he came to Washington. Here 
he brought the matter to the attention of the 
Government, and appealed successively to Sec- 
retaries Gresham, McCulloch, and Manning. The 
matter was at last referred by the Treasury De- 
partment to Attorney-General Garland, who 
has decided that the pictures were exempt from 
duty under paragraph 819 of the Tariff act of 1883, 
which declares that statuary, fountains, and 
other works of art, the production of American 
artists. are free. After astatement of the facts 
above recited in regard to Mr, Paris the decision 
reads: 

“* Such a person is, of course, not a citizen, but 
he is nevertheless recognized as having inchoate 
qualities as such, which entitle him when abroad 
to protection by the United States. American 
art, as I apprehend, is not confined to such art 
only as is produced by native or naturalized 
artists. The clause quoted below might easily 
have ended with the word ‘ citizen,’ if the notion 
of: citizenship had been as prominent before 
Coneress then as it is, for instance, in sections 
2,505 and 2,506 of the same statute. I suppose 
that the language of paragraph 819, like that of 
sections 2,508 and 2,509, was dictated by interest 
in the progress of art in this country. It is more 
easy than satisfactory to define the term ‘an 
American artist’ by limiting it to citizens, and 
upon the whole, without attempting a defini- 
tion, I advise that it will be proper to treat 
artists of the class now in question as being 
American artists within the scope of the above 
tariff provisions.” 

The Collector of Customs at New-York was 
notified of this decision, and a few days ago Mr. 
Paris received his sketches, which since October 
last have reposed in the gloom and dust of the 
Custom House. “It was not so much the 
amount of duty charged which actuated me,” 
said Mr. Paris, ** but if, after 14 years’ residence 
in this country, I was not an American artist, I 
wanted to know what I was.”

CLAIMING THE DIVORCE IS VOID. 
_—_— 
COL. E. PRATT BUELL ARRESTED ON A 
CHARGE OF BIGAMY. 

Col. E. Pratt Buell, Vice-President of the 
Toledo, Texas and Rio Grande Railroad, was ar- 
rested in Whitestone, Long Island, by a detective 
from Rochester on Saturday last on a charge of 
bigamy. He was visiting with his ‘present wife 
at Whitestone at the residence of a friend, Mr. 
Daniel W. Edgecomb. Atter the arrest Col. and 
Mrs. Buell, accompanied by an old friend, Mr. 


Robert Connelly, of Indianapolis, left with the 
officer for Rochester. Mrs. Buell expressed her- 
self as perfectly sure of her husband’s ability to 
prove his innocence. 

Col. Buell’s friends in Whitestone are very in- 
dignant over the affair and characterize it as an 
attempt at blackmail. Mr. Edgecomb told the 
following story: Col. Buell is obliged, on account 
of his railroad connections, to travel about the 
country a great deal. On returning from one of 
his trips he discovered circumstances which war- 
ranted him in refusing to live with his first wife 
any longer. A separation took place about two 
years ago, but the Colonel still allowed his wife 
a certain sum of money each week for her sup- 
port. About a year ago he offered her a cer- 
tain amount if she would allow him to ob- 
tain a divorce. This proposition was agreed 
to and the divorce was obtained, the 
Colonel giving his wife a “railroad note” pay- 
able to him for services rendered, and signed by 
certain railroad officers. This note was due in 
October last. In the meantime, Col. Buell met 
a Mrs. Ross, of Rochester, who had lost her hus- 
band in the same manner that the Colonel had 
been deprived of his wife. The two bereaved 
ones, after a mutual exhibition of divorce cer- 
tificates, were married in Rochester. They 
passed a pleasant honeymoon, and in the Fall of 
1884 went to Europe, where they remained about 
two months. It was during this sojourn abroad 
that the Colonel’s “railroad note’ came due, 
but for some unexplained reason was not paid. 

A jawyerin Rochester hearing of the state of 
affairs induced Mrs. Buell No. 1 to institute 
proceedings which culminated in the indictment 
for bigamy. The charge was based on the fact 
that the Colonel obtained the divorce from his 
wife by collusion with her. Although Col. 
Buell has been in or near Whitestone ever since 
hisreturn from Europe last Fall, no attempt 
was made to arrest him until Saturday. Heisa 
large, heavily built. fine looking man, about 50 
years of age, and is very highly spoken of by his 
friends and business associates. Mr. Edgecomb 
said yesterday that the Colonel had arrived in 
Rochester, given bail,and would return to White- 
stone to-day.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 


NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 
WASHINGTON, May 18—The Wales court- 
martial began the hearing of evidence for the prosecu- 
tion to-day. The Hon. William E. Chandler was the 
first witness. It was established that he was Secretary 
of the Navy during the late Administration, and that 
he recognized the accused as Medical Director Philip 


S. Wales, late Surgeon-General of the Navy. Mr. 
Chandier, being recalled, described the method of 
transacting the business of the department in respect 
to the making of requisitions by heads of bureaus and 
the drawing of money from the Treasury, A confiden- 
tial official report made by Dr. Wales in 1882 re- 
specting the efficiency of employes in the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery was identified by 
witness and putin evidence. Carrigan and Kirkwood 
were rated No.1. The defense, upon. cross-examina- 
tion, sougut to show the “animus of this whole pro- 
ceeding,” and began by asking the nature of the in- 
formation possessed by Mr. Chandler upon which he 
based the charges and specifications against*the‘accused. 
The Judge-Advocate objected, and the objection was 
sustained.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, May 18, 1885. 
The Commissioner of Patents has denied a 
motion for a rehearing in the patent interrerence pro- 


ceedings of Siemens against Edison against Fields. 
The matter at issue was a patent for the application of 
electricity as a motive power to railway cars by means 
of the rails, and the decision of the Commissioner 
sustains the tindings of the Examiners in awarding 
priority of invention to 8. D. Fields, of New-York. 


The committee appointed to examine the 
assets und books of the United States Treasurer has 


made its report tothe Secretary of the ‘l'reasury. It 
shows a complete verification of the books and ac- 
counts of the late Treasurer Wyman. The report says, 
however, that the verification of the correctness of the 
balances reported to the credit of public disbursing 
officers was not as complete as the committee would 
preter. They consider that the only satisfactory test of 
the correctness of an account of this kind is a statement 
by the depositor to that effect. To secure this yeritica- 
tion the accounts were written up to April 80, and sent 
to the several depositors for verification and report. 
In many instances these reports have been received. 
Others will come in from_time to time, and will be ex- 
amined.

The Secretary of the Treasury has issued the 
following circular: “It has been ascertained that 
large quantities of goods manufactured in Kurope 
have heretofore been imported from Canadu at ports 
on our northern frontier which were invoiced in Can- 
ada atthe orginal European yalues and which have 
been passed at our Custom Houses without any addi- 
tion being made to raise the invvice prices to the mur- 
ket values of the goods in the marketsof Canada. 
These goods, it is understood, were not destined for the 
United States at the time of their shipment from the 
European avatar of manufacture, but were imported 
into Canada for the purpose of being sold in that coun- 
try, either for consumption or for export to the United 
States, as circumstances;might require. By reference 
to article 503 of the regulations of 1884, which follows 
section 2,906, Revised Statutes, it will be found that in 
such cases merchandise imported from one country, 
being the growth, production, or manufact- 
ure of another country, will be appraised 
at the actual value in the principal mar- 
kets of the country from whic immediately 
imported, &c. The attention of Collectors and other 
officers of the Customs is particularly called to this re- 
quirement of the regulations, und Collectors are in- 
structed that in all cases where, in their opinion, the 
entered and appraised value of imported merchandise

CHICAGO, May 18.—The leading Produce mar- 
kets to-day did not present many points of interest. 
Corn took the first place for the first time since last 
Summer, and the others were comparatively neglected, 
tending to an easier range of prices. The trading was 
again largely local, but some outside interest was 
awakened by the greater celerity with which telegrams 
were transmitted, and it is not improbable that the re- 
form elsewhere alluded to will bring in more business 
in the near future. The foreign news was not favor- 
able to strength on the part of holders here, 
Provisions were rather more active, though there 
was really not much doing. They opened with a weak 
tone, in sympathy with Hogs, which were in large sup- 


ply at the stock yards, and quoted 10c, lower. But it 
was soon evident that us for two or three days pre- 
viously the level of about $11 for June Pork is attract- 
ive to buyers, the shorts being disposed to fill freely 
at about that figure. ‘hey took enough on the early 
decline to show that the market would not weaken, and 
then Jones bought moderate quantities,followed by oth- 
ers, when Wheat strengthened inthe aitternoon,where- 
upon Singer sold. July sold 7c. lower, at $11 10, ad- 
vanced to $11 17%, and closed at $11 15 bid, with June 
at 7i¢c. discount and August at a shade more than 
10c. premium. Lard soid at 2i¢c. lower, at $6 32¢ for 
ks and improved to 86 85, closing at that asked, 
with June at 7c. discount and August at 7c. pre- 
mium. Ribs closed nearly the same as Saturday, at 
$5 70 asked for July. after selling down 2i¢c. ‘There 
was rather better shipping demand for stuff, espe- 
cially sweet pickled Hams, but little was done, as the 
prices bid were a shude below the views of holders. 

Flour was very dull, with no material change in 
prices. The trade was only local. Wheat was gener- 
ally dulland easier. It started out weak, the British 
markets being called inactive, with California cargoes 
6d. # quarter lower, St. Louis easier, and New-York 
weak under selling orders from parties in this city. 
The latter were said to be offering Jarge quantities at 
prices below those quoted for boatloads. Also there 
were rumors of a large increase in shipments 
from the West stimulated by rebates on freight 
charges, and these were followed by hints of 
offered rebates on elevator charges to induce the 
shipment of Grain eastward, the effect of which was 
expected to be a weakening in the Eastern markets. 
Allof this made Saturday's buyers feel heavy, and 
they sold our market down, The Wheat was taken 
rather freely on limited buying orders, and at the re- 
sulting advance some local holders unloaded. Arter- 
ward the market stiffened in sympathy witn Corn and 
the report that the same parties were bulling 
it. Also there were estimates out of a 
large decrease in the visible supply, which 
made a few shorts nervous. July sold 4c. higher 
at v23¢c., fell off to 9l44c., and turned at that point 
with a good many buying orders, some of which went 
unfilled, improving to 92c. at the close, with May at 
Sic. diséount, June at 2c. discount, and August at 2}¢0.

GOLD OR SILVER PAYMENTS. 
If the Secretary of the Treasury were 
“managing a purely private business, with 
his own capital and subject: to no obliga- 


tary contracts between himself and-others, 
the view taken by some of his critics 
that he is responsible for the crea- 
tion and preservation of the $100,- 
000,000 gold reserve for the redemp- 
tion of the outstanding legal tenders 
would be a just one. As it is, it is ridicu- 
lous. The reserve is required to be kept 
by law, though the law does not explicit- 
ly require that it shall be kept in gold. It 
is kept in that metal because the unbroken 
practice of the Treasury since the resump- 
tion of specie payments sustains that 
-course. Whatever may be the view as to the 
obligation of the United States Government 
to pay the interest and principal of its 
bonds and the face of its notes of hand in 
silver, they never have been so paid, and 
the Treasury has always been kept in a 
condition to avoid such payment. 

It is obviously for the interest of the 
whole business community that this prac- 
tice should be maintained. We may 
argue till doomsday that silver dollars 
ought to be worth as much as gold dollars, 
that the fiat of the Congress has given 
them equality in the payment of debts, 
and that they should be taken one at the 
same value as the other; but as a matter 
of actual fact the silver dollar has not the 
intrinsic value of thé*gold dollar; its 
the gold dollar is 
artificial, conventional, and limited, 
and when the limits of the narrow 
conditions which give it equal currency 
are passed it ceases to be usable in the 
place of the gold. So long as the Treasury 
pays gold, or is kept in a condition to pay 
gold if required, the bonds, the coupons 
of the bonds, and the demand notes of the 
United States will retain in use the value 
which the unstained faith, the unbroken 
consistency in honesty of the Government 
has during a long period of time given 
them. If the Treasury does not and can 
not pay in gold, then we shall be plainly 
menaced with the evil and the shame of a 
debased currency. 

Now, what the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has done is simply to carry out fully 
and fairly and openly the policy to which 
his predecessors have committed him. He 
has, in effect, declared that the United 
States demand notes are gold notes, as in 
practice they have always been regarded 
since resumption, and he has revised his 
monthly statements so as to show exactly 
what are the resources of the Treasury 
applicable to treating them as gold notes.

It is quite possible that 
in order to keep the gold reserve intact 
against the notes the Treasury may be 
forced to pay out silver. So longas it does 
not make payments of interest in silver 
this alternative will be only indirectly 
injurious to the Government credit, The 
note currency will remain a currency 
equivalent to gold, and if the banks of 
New-York adhere, as they undoubtedly 
will and ought to adhere, to the gold 
basis for bankable money here, the gold 
standard can be maintained. The situa- 
tion will be perfectly clear and the coun- 
try will see just where the compulsory 
coinage of legal tender silver dollars is 
driving it. There will be time to suspend 
or abandon that policy if the public mind 
is alive to the danger. 

But on the other hand, while it is not 
probable it is not impossible that the Sec- 
retary may find himself before defensive 
action is taken by Congress compelled to 
pay interest in part in silver coin. That 
would be a distinct calamity. It would 
be a very serious blow to the Gov- 
ernment credit. It would weaken the 
value ,of a great mass of securities 
which are now the basis of a 
much greater mass of financial oper- 
ations. It would be a disgrace to the 
Government and to the people ‘ whose 
narrowly limited and obedient agent the 
Government is. 


Treasury than bankruptcy would be the 
fault of an expert accountant who should 
prove to a reckless banker by his own 
books that his assets were not of a 
quantity and quality to meet his _lia- 
bilities. The people of the United States 
have been for a good many years 
soaking their brains with the : narcotic 
idea that the Government was a sort of 
supernatural institution which.could make 
them rich by taxation and stuff their 
pockets with paper worth as much as, 
gold because it bore on its face the caba- 
listic inscription, ‘‘legal tender.” The 
Administration that sees the facts as they:

task before it, but it will, in performing 
that task, do an incalculable service to 
the State. 








THE.ARCADE RAILWAY SCHEME, 


Among the bills which passed both 
branches of the Legislature and were left 
in the hands-of the Governor at the time 
of adjournment is ‘‘an act to extend and 
supplement the rights, powers, and duties 
of the New-York Arcade Railway Com- 
pany.” The Governor will be asked by 
the Mayor to withhold his approval from 
this bill, and very strong reasons will no 
doubt be presented in support of the re- 
quest. As the company already has its 
franchise, with certain restricted rights, it 
is a question whether the failure of the 
bill will prevent it from constructing a 
tunnel of some kind through the route 
proposed, If the road is to be constructed 
it is desirable that all proper safeguards 
should be secured. for public and private 
rights. 

New-York ‘is still without adequate fa- 
cilities for rapid transit. In fact, it does 
not possess any means of rapid transit in 


the proper sense of the term. The trains 


on the elevated roads hardly exceed 
twelve miles an hour, and do not supply 
the need of quick communication bet ween 
the lower and upper parts of the city, 
which will increase from year to 
year as the upper wards are filled 
by an expanding population. More- 
over, they are already overloaded 
and working to the full capacity of the 
roads at the hours of crowded travel. For 
real rapid transit there is but one alterna- 
tive. It must be attained either by a via- 
duct system through the blocks, and not 
over the streets, or by an underground sys- 
tem. The former would be enormously 
expensive, and it is doubtful whether it 
could be made profitable at the low rates 
of fare which are demanded for local 
travel. The underground method of travel 
is much less wholesome and attractive, 
but probably more practicable. 

But if an underground line is to be 
established it should be done with the 
concurrence of the public authorities of 
the city and of the people who are most 
concerned in the result. It should not be 
done by a corporation acting entirely on 
plans and with purposes satisfactory to 
itself, with the consent only of the 
of the State. In some 
manner the authorities of the city 
and the representatives of the inter- 
ests of its people should have a hand 
in devising or approving the plan and 
establishing the conditions under which it 
is to be carried out. Any measure dis- 
posing of a franchise for this purpose and 
defining its limits should be so devised as 
to recognize the rights of the city and to 
secure to the fullest extent the interests 
of the people. Their representatives 
ought in fact to have ashare in framing 
the measure and in controlling and direct- 
ing the enterprise. 

The bill which was passed by the Legis- 
lature was virtually prepared by the com- 
pany-itself to suit its own purposes and 
is framed exclusively in its interest. Not 
only was no means taken to secure the 
concurrence of the city authorities or of 
any representation of local interests, but 
no hearing upon its merits was given by 
the committees and no proper considera- 
tion was given to the subject in either 
house. The measure was driven through 
in a manner to suggest that it suited 
the purposes of the-corporation and its 
agents, and that there was a determina- 
tion to give no heed to any other consid- 
eration. Itis open to many serious ob- 
jections besides those already indicated. 
The business of the road is not limited to 
the carrying of passengers, and the pro- 
visions made for side excavations and 
storage facilities seem to indicate a pur- 
pose to carry freight. There is no re- 
quirement as to the speed of trains, no 
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But it would be no more - 
the fault of the new Secretary of the. 
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restrictions upon the financial methods 
.of the company. It is allowed to have a 
capital. stock of $20,000,000, but is not 
compeiied to uuave the full amount or any 
part.of it paid up. It may ‘borrow any 
amount of money that its Trustees ‘‘ may 
deem necessary for its business,’’ and no 
means is provided for establishing any 
sort of relation between the nominal

THE. PUNISHMENT OF RIEL. 

It is evident that the Canadian Govern- 
ment has an elephant on its hands, The 
capture of RIEL was necessary to signalize 
the final defeat of the rebellion of which 
he was the spring and centre. But now 
that it has captured him the . question for 
the Government is, What shall it do with 
him? And this question is by no means 
easily settled. 

As a matter of politics it is exceedingly 
desirable for the Government to take no 
measures which shall widen the breach 
between the French Catholics and the 
British Protestants of the Dominion. The 
French Catholics, East and West, sym- 
pathize with RIEL as one of them- 
selves without much - regard to the 
justice. of his cause. The feeling 
which animates them is indiscreetly 
expressed by one of their newspaper 

,organs in Montreal, which declares that 
‘‘if Rim is executed his compatriots will 
have their revenge.” It is not less clearly 
indicated by the action of the French in 
Lower Canada, who are already at work 
organizing a Riel fund and engaging coun- 
sel, quite as if they were so many Irish 
patriots and Rie. had been caught blow- 
ing up somebody with dynamite. 

This is a feeling the Government might 
be able to confront, in executing justice 
upon RIEL, if it were quite confident that 


expressed. The Canadian troops who 
breathed . out: threatenings against RIEL 
when he was taken were evidently and 
avowedly animated by a spirit, not 
of justice, but of revenge. Nobody 
in Canada who has looked into the 
matter pretends to deny that the 
grievances which RIEL instigated the half 
breeds to redress by force of arms were. 
real, urgent, and intolerable: grievances. . 
It is not competent for the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to say that the half breeds should 
have sought redress by peaceable means.

Nevertheless the war in the Canadian 
Northwest cannot be described as a wan- 
ton war on the part of Canada, while the 
war in the Soudan undoubtedly was on 
the part of England. When its authority 
is defied on its own soil a Government 
cannot choose but accept the challenge 


and suppress the insurrection. This 
has been done by Canada _  appar- 
ently with vigor, intelligence, and 


courage. The rebellion was obviously 
hopeless from the first. Its only chance 
of even a temporary success lay in the 
remoteness and inaccessibility of the re- 
gion which has been its scene. Now that 
it has been put down, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment is at liberty to consider its 
causes, and to measure by the results of 
this consideration, not only the course 
which it ought to take in future with 
regard to the claims of the settlers, but 
also the punishment which it ought 
to mete out to the ringleaders of the 
rebellion. It would be a moral and 
political blunder of the first magnitude 
for the Government to permit its action to 
be in any degree influenced by the popular 
feeling of the moment. Some punishment 
ought no doubt to be inflicted upon 
these ringleaders, in order signally to 
vindicate the authority of the Govern- 
ment. But their punishment — even 
the punishment of RtEL—ought not 
to be in the least vindictive. It can hardly

ONE RESULT. 


The revision of the Old Testament will 
seriously reduce the collection of. avail- 
able sermons which constitute so large a 
part of the pulpit capital of veteran 
preachers. The revision of the New 
Testament is estimated to have destroyed 
the value of at least 7,000 sermons on the 
text, ‘All Scripture is given by inspira- 
tion,” for in the revised version this favor- 
ite text is made to have an entirely differ- 
ent signification; but the destruction of 
sermons caused by the Old Testament re~. 
vision will be far greater. 

For example, every mimster who ‘has 
been preaching long enough to make it 
safe for him to repeat his old sermons. 
has in his possession,a sermon on the: 
text furnished by the thirteenth verse of 
the twelfth chapter of Ecclesiastes, In 
the authorized version this text asserts 
that to ‘fear Gop” is ‘‘the conclusion of 
the whole matter”—is, in other words, the 
sum of man’s duties. In the revised ver- 
sion the verse reads: ‘‘ This is the end of 
the whole matter; all has been heard,” 
and then adds ‘fear Gop,” &c. Obvi- 
ously no sermon based on the old read- 
ing will be of any further use, since it is. 
based on what is now known to be a mis-. 
translation, 

The text beginning ‘‘For thou hast 
made him a little lower than the angels” ’ 
has been a favorite one among ministers, 
and it is sad to think how many eloquent 
sermons based upon that text must now 
be discarded. The revisers assure us that 
the verse should read *‘For thou hast 
made him a little lower than Gop”’—a 
change of no doctrinal importance, but 
yet sufficient to destroy thousands of good 
sermons. 

To a very large extent the word ‘“ hell’’ 
has been expunged from the Old Testa- 
ment and the Hebrew word “ sheol” sub-: 
stituted for it. ‘‘ Sheol” is believed to: 
mean the place of departed spirits, and 
not a place of torment. This change will 
not produce much shrinkage in the value 
of old sermons, for it is now many years 
since Protestant ministers ceased to make 
hell the chief subject of their discourses, 
but it will here and there blight a power- 
ful sermon, or at least compel the author 
to change the text for a verse in which 
‘‘hell” has not been superseded by 
*‘sheol.” It will be of no great conse- 

quence to ministers to learn that Davip 
never expressed the wish : that his ad- 
‘versary had written a book, for / few 
sermons have ‘been founded upon: the 
supposed wish of the indignant King. A. 
favorite quotation has, however, been; 
ruined forever, and mild clerical wit has. 
lost a valuable aid. 
Why any minister should: prefer the old 
and inaccurate version to the new and 
accurate one has been a mystery to many 
people. When, however, it is noticed’ 
that the revised version destroys the value 
of many old sermons the mystery is 
solved, Fortunately the number of min- 
.isters who have: preached against the? 
revised version is‘ very small, and against 
nine-tenths of the whole body of Prot-» 
estant ministers it is impossible to bring 
the charge that they value their old ser-. 
mons more than they value an accurate 


version of the Scriptures.

A BOSTON COURT HOUSE. 





PAIGN REVIVED. 
From the Boston Traveller, May 16. 

The removal of the United States'courts 
from the Court House on the corner of Tremont- 
street and Temple-place has been compieted dur- 
inog the week, and the property will soon be sold 
and undoubtedly converted to business uses. 
The building, though only little more than half 
acentury old, has an interesting history, and 
has for some time been one of the distinguished 
landmarks of the city. It was erected for the 
use of the Grand Masonic Lodge of Massachu- 


‘taken at a meeting of the Grand Lodge of the 
State Dec. 25, 1825, when it was ordered that a 
committee be appointed to inquire isto the ex- 


manent place for the meetings of the Grand 
Lodge, and that such committee be instructed 
to confer with such subordinate lodges on this 
subject as they may think expedient, and to 
make a report as soon as practicable. The out- 
come of this and other action taken subsequent- 
ly was the purchase in the Summer of 1 ofa 
little more than 5,000 feet of land on Tremont- 
street, it being a portion of the estate then 
known as the Washington Gardens, thesum paid 
being $13,393 50, and the cornerstone of the 
building was laid Oct. 14 of the same year. So 
far as is known no building had previously 
been erected on this site, it having been 
in colonial times a part of the estate of 
Stephen Greenleaf, the Suffolk County Sher- 
iff under Gov. Bernard, while later it was 
& portion of the mansion grounds of James 
Swan, who was for a long time imprisoned 
in Paris by his American creditors. From 

815 it was a portion of the famous Washington 
Gardens, an inclosure containing a circus or 
theatre which was known as the Vauxhall. At 
the time the tirst steps were taken in the direc- 
tion of building a Masonic Temple Freemasonry 
was generally regarded as an innocent institu- 
tion, and most citizens not members of the order 
doubtless agreed with Wirt in regarding it a 
fitter subject of farce than tragedy. But before 
the purchase of the land, and the laying of the 
cornerstone, that remarkable political move- 
ment known as Anti-Masonry, the adherents 
of which were pledged to warfare on ali secret 
organizations in general and Freemasonry in 
particular, bad swept over the land, At the 
time of laying the cornerstone the fanatical 
opposition to Freemasonry was at its height. 
New-York and Vermont were under the domina- 
tion of the Anti-Masonic Party, and the party 
was especially strong in the other New-Eng- 
land States, as well as in Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
About a month previous a National Convention 
had been held, which, before its adjournment, 
had recommended the meeting of another con- 
vention in 1831 to place in the field an Anti- 
Masonic Presidential ticket, and the ticket of 
Wirt_and Elimaker, which in 1832 received 
the Electoral vote of Vermont, and was —_— 
ported by thousands in Massachusetts, was the 
result of this latter convention. In the Autumn 
of 1830 the good people of Boston spurned Ma- 
sons as they would those who upheld mur- 
der and practiced it. It was not, therefore, 
under the most auspicious circumstances that 
the cornerstone was laid. No acts of violence 
were attempted, but the popular feeling against 
the lodges was intense, and on two or three occa- 
sions while the building was in process of erec- 
tion actsof vandalism were perpetrated. The 
Jes re was finished, and dedicated with appro- 
priate Masonic ceremonies May 380, 1832, and was 
occupied by the Grand Lodge until its sale to 
the United States Government for court pur- 
eos in 188. During its ownership by the 

fasonic Grand Lodge portions of the buildin 
were rented for various purposes, a concert hall 
being at one time established within its walls, 
while Mr. A. Bronson Alcott at another time 
used a portion of it for school purposes. As 
illustrative of the intensity of the anti-Masonic 
feeling, it was not till some years after the erec- 
tion of the Temple that the Massachusetts 
Legislature would modify the act of incorpora- 
tion of the Grand Lodge s0 as to permit it to 
hold real estate toa greater amount than $20,000, 
and the property was, therefore, held in trust 
torthe Grand Lodge by private parties. The 
Government paid for the property $105,000, but 
its present valuation is fixed by the assessors at 
$225,000. The site has now become a most val- 
uable one for business purposes, and its sale will 
undoubtedly develop a good deal of competition 
for its possession.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL, 


MR. FRANK MAYO’S TRIUMPH. 

Few better plays than ‘“ Nordeck”’ have 
deen produced in New-York of late. “ Nordeck” 
is called a romantic drama, and it is rightly 
called. It deals with persons removed from the 
sphere. of everyday existence, and its incidents 
rare of an uncommon sort; an atmosphere of 
healthy romance is in the play; deeds of a heroic 
description are recounted in its story; but it isa 
rerious drama all the same, in which the element 
of human passion is not lacking. It és not 
ali superficial glitter and stage artifice, 
for some of its characters have. the 
qualities of real men and women, and the 
story of their loves, their estrangements, and 
their miseries awaken the sympathies, The main 
theme of “ Nordeck”’ is a difficult one for a play- 
wright to meddle with, for it concerns the un- 
natural batred of amother—who is nota de- 
praved person buta high spirited lady—for her 
first bora son, a man worthy of her love. The 
play was suggested bya German novel called 
“ Vineta,” and was written by Mr. Frank Mayo 
with the co-operation of Mr. John G. Wilson. It 
is in five acts, and the scene is laid in Prussian 
Poland during the last century. Nine persons 


are nately concerned in the development of 
the story. The dialogue is generally bright and 
forcible, though sometimes marred by the use of 
conventional stage expressions; the climax- 
es are ingeniously devised and remark- 
ably effective, and at least three of the 
characters are strongly individualized and inter- 
esting, while the others are so deftly sketched as 
not totry the patience of an audience. Many 
faults could be discoverea in the drama if it 
Were needful to institute a search for them, but 
they do not impair the effectiveness of the piece, 
which is, after all, the main thing to be consid- 
ered. The incidents of the fourth act, forinstance, 
follow each other so rapidly as to confuse the 
spectator; there is a deal of traveling to and re- 
turning from distant points ina remarkably 
short space of time, dispatches are sent by divers 
messengers. insurrections take place and are 
quelled, and there is an undue amount of loud 
talking in this act. The other acts, however, 
are much neater in construction, and above 
all the authors have skillfully treated the rela- 
tions between Waldemar Nordeck and his moth- 
er, the Polish Princess. The encounters be- 
tween these two personages do not strike one as 
being very natural, but their theatrical effect- 
iveness is unquestionable. 

**Nordeck” was acted at the Union-Square 
Theatre last evening, having previously been 
presented in several other cities. A large au- 
dience witnessed the performance and bestowed 
their approbation upon the play, upon the chief 
actor—Mr. Mayo—his associates on the stage, 
and his colaborer in authorship, Mr. Wil- 
son. Both Mr. Wilson and Mr. Mayo were 
called before the curtain during the evening 
and both made littie speeches; the drop was 
raised several times at the close of each act in 
response to the acclamations of the spectators; 
the occasion, in other words, was marked by 
all the agreeable incidents belonging to 
the first performance of a successful play. 
Mr. Mayo’s return to our stage would 
have been very welcome earlier in 
the year, for he is an energetic, experienced, and 
finely equipped actor, somewhat rugged in his 
manner, as befits his character in this play and 
some others associated with his name, but gifted 
with an agreeable presence and strong personal 
magnetism. Mr. Mayo is, in short, an actor who 
ought to be seen more frequently in the me- 
tropolis. As Waldemar Nordeck he is pictur- 
esque. manly, and even heroic. He loves 
deeply, and his love is lasting; he hates fiercely, 
but his hate is not deep-rooted. The actor's 
management of Waldemar's strong scenes with 
his mother was capital, and he presented alto- 

ether a gallant and impressive figure. Miss 
Goarietin Vaders bas at her control scarcely 
the same measure of dramatic expression as 
Mr. Mayo, but she is a competent and ex- 
perienced actress, and although her impersona- 
tion of the Princess Zueliski was marred at times 
by exaggeration, ard her delivery of the text 
was not always free from misplaced emphasis 
and ill-judged bursts of vehemence, her acting 
was, on the whole, commendable. {Miss 
Katharyn Kidder, who sbould learn how 
to spell her Christian name, was_ the 
heroine. Miss Kidder is a willowy 
young girl who has yet to learn some of the 
rudiments of her art. Her work now is merely 
promising; she has not learned the value of re- 
pose, and her gestures are too many and too fre- 
quent. Her efforts were wildly applauded 
last evening, but she would be unwise 
to accept the demonstrations of a cordial 
first night audience as an indication of a decisive 
triumph. Mr. Mayo also received good assist- 
ance from Mr. Edwin Varrey, Mr. Edwin Mayo, 
Mr. G. C. Boniface, and Miss Stella Teuton. He 
undoubtedly has secured a play which deserves 

nee and he will probably make money 
ith it. 


OPERA IN ENGLISH. 

The representation of “Fra Diavolo,” 
“vith which a series of opera in English was in- 
augurated at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre last 
evening, may be judged from two distinct 
standpoints. It may be considered as a 
light and lively entertainment, well suited 
to Summer amusement seekers, and again it 
may be treated as a performance of one of the 
freshest and most tuneful operas ever written 
for the delight of music-loving audiences. Re- 
garded from the point of view first indicated it 
may honestly be admitted that the rendering of 
Auber’s best-known work last night was product- 
ive of considerable pleasure. Some of the most 
familiar numbers of the score were sung with 
sufficient accuracy, feeling, and spirit to 
promptly catch the popular ear, the lovely con- 
certed pieces went smoothly and briskly, 
and the chorus and _ orchestra, though 
not very numerous and little inclined 
to nicety of workmanship, were kept 
well together from beginning toend. It is diffi- 
cult to realize that anything but a very bad rep- 
resentation can make such an opera as “* Fra 
Diavolo” unendurable, and there was quite 
enough vivaciousness and tone in yesterday’s 


interpretation to endow it with interest and 
effectiveness. From a critical standpoint it 
is not possible to speak of the event with enthu- 
jasm. Not only does the rendering of “ Fra 
favolo” at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre bear no 
comparison to such presentations of the opera 
ps Mme. Pauline Lucca adorned, but it is 
not even to be set down as worthy 
of mention with the production of the 
work at the Bijou Opera House some months 
ago. The new tenor, Mr. Traverner, although 
possessed of a more striking presence than Mr. 
Wilkie, has neither his rivai’s voice nor his 
sBkill, and Miss Aifa Norman is at all 
ints inferior to Miss Adelaide Randall. 
he most successful efforts to be noted in 
ferring to yesterday’s representation were 
rs. Zelda Seguin’s La Alleash and Mr. J. 8. 
Peakes'’s Lord Allcash. Mrs. Seguin’s voice gives 
evidence of long and hard usage, and the lady 
fs not quite at ease when high tones are 
to be reached, but her singing and her acting 
bear an artistic impress that no one can mistake. 
Mr. Peakes, though somewhat conventional in 
his methods, is a valuable member of any or- 
ganization devoted to the lighter specimens 
of the operatic répertoire. Of Mr. Trav- 
erner, who was Fra Diavolo, there is 
not much to said. Like most 
tenors of the period, his voice has the timbre 
of a paritone’s, and his execution is by no 
means what the sparkling and occasionally 
florid music allotted tothe picturesque bandit 
requires. Mr. verner, however, offered a 
respectable portrayal of “Fra Diavoio:” he 
bore some resembiance, physically, to the ideal 
robber chief—although his colors and attire in 
the first act were a sort of compromise between 
Hamlet's sombre trappings and Pau! Danicheff’s 
fur-trimmed tunic—and he sang his serenade in 
the second actso tastefully that he had to re- 
peat it. Other particularly telling incidents 
of the evening were Mr.. Stodaard’s “* Let 
all obey,” which he had to render thrice; Mr. T. 
F. Christy’s romance in the third act, which was 
also redemanded, and the prayer, which was 
beautifully sung by the chorus and immediately 
encored. Mr. Stoddard, be it observed, was 
Giacomo and Mr. Christy Beppo. Zerlina was 
embodied by Miss Alfa Norman, to whom pass- 
ing allusion has already been made. Miss Nor- 
man has a soprano voice of good quality and 
range; she has iearned the useof its highest 
tones, which come forth with brilliancy and 
power, but, as she produces them, her me- 
dium and lower tones are still wholly without 
resonance. Her execution is decidedly imperfect: 
most of her attempts to sustain a tone were 
followed; by ogg eye flattening, and her 
scales—especially the downward runs, which 
sometimes suggested a precipitate fall 
down a flight of stairs—were very bad. 
Still, there is material in Miss Norman’s 
ifts that might be turned to advantage. 
er acting was passable, and her bedroom 
scene was applauded, though but a pale refiec- 
tion of Mme. Lucca’s, which wiil be remembered 
as one of the most daring and, at the same time, 
most inoffensive ventures upon delicate ground 
beheld by theatre goers these 20 years. 


MISS MARRYAT’S MATINEF. 

Miss Florence Marryat, whose recent per- 
formance at the Union-Square Theatre had due 
reference in this place, was again beheld at 
the Madison-Square Theatre yesterday after- 
noon as the central figure of a com- 
posite entertainment, embracing readings, 
songs, and a lecture and sketch by 
Miss Marryat. The lecture has been alluded to 
already in these columns; the sketch, which 
elicited a good deal of laughter, is one of Mr. 
George Grossmith’s monologues, made up of 
imitative and suggestive piano performances and 
speeches and imitations of a more orless comic 
nature. It is called ‘*The Silver Wedding,” and 


it illustrates the blundering toasts and 
the dreadful amateur achievements that 


uenters of a certain class .of Lon- 
den gociety have often to endure. 


Marryat’s representation of the young girl 
whom her friends prevail upon to favor the 
company with the everlasting ‘* Maiden’s 
Prayer, proved particularly effective, al- 
though the difference between the quality 
of her own work and that of 
ber character's was not very marked. Previous 
to Miss Marryat's contributions to the enter- 
tainment the Me sisters sang with great 
delicacy and a delicious volume of tone 
part-songs by Rheinberger and Brahms’ 
and Mr. Courtney rendered with feeling and 
taste Solomon's beautiful setting of “I arise 
from dreams of thee.” Harp playing by Mme. 
Chatterton-Bobrer and a recitation by Miss Julia 
Thomas were listened to later on.

BOGUS MONEY MAKERS CAPTURED 


THE ROCHESTER POLICE MAKE A PROFIT- 
ABLE RAID. 

RocHESTER, May 18.—For several weeks 
alarge amount of counterfeit coin has been in 
circulation in this vicinity. The ‘queer’ con- 
sists of counterfeit standard dollars and fifty- 
cent pieces. The dollar is a remarkable imi- 
tation and possesses the true silver ring. The 
only, means of detecting them has been by 
weight, which was considerably less than the 
genuine dollars. The police have been investi- 
gating the matter for more than a month. This 
afternoon, soon after 4 o'clock, Police Captain 
Keith and Detectives Hayden, Rawarth, Baker, 
and Lauer, were ordered by Chief Cleary 
to occupy a hack waiting for them on 
Plymouth-avenue and drive to Second- 
street. Their orders were to surround No. 50n 
that street and seareh the house, which is an 
Ordinary frame cottage. Capt. Keith knocked at 
the door and was answered by a young woman, 
who inquired his business. e told ner that he 
had orders to search the house. He summoned 
the detectives, and as they were walking up 
stairs an old man with a long gray beard met 
them. He had on an apron and had tools in his 
hands. He was eae ing at work making 
“queer” money. In that room were a furnace, 
crucibles, dies, and a complete outfit. The old 
man and the girl were the only people in the 
house. They were taken to the hack and 
rapidly driven to Police Headquarters. Two 
detectives remained in the house and an hour 
later two men came there, little suspecting that 
officers were waiting for them. They were 
also locked up. The old man gave his 
name as James H. Howard. The others are 
William, alias Rowland, Howard, his son; 
James Gordon, and Amanda Yates. The elder 
Howard madea full confession. A large quan- 
tity of tools were captured, and experts 
pronounce them very fine and valuable; 
burglars’ tools were also found both for 
cracking safes and housebreaking. About 
$400 in spurious dollars was seized. The 
counterfeiters have occupied the house 
about six weeks, coming here from Cleveland. 
The young woman denies complicity in the 
crime, and states that she came here last Friday 
to marry young Howard,whom she knew 
as a machinist in Cleveland. The men say 
this is their first “crooked” work, but they 
are believed by the police to belong to an 
old and dangerous gang of criminals. oward’s 
real name is thought to be Johnson, arrested for 
the same crime in Chicago three years ago. He 
says he will throw himself on the mer- 
oy of the court. He gives his age as 
68 years. Young Howard is very sick 
with consumption and cannot live long. A let- 
ter was found in bis cket from his brother, 
who is in jail in Troy for burglary. The 
coin made by these men is all over the 
country, and many thousanas of dollars have 
probably been made. They take their 
arrest coolly. Weapons were in every room of 
the house. Old man Howard declares that if the 
officers had called at night or when his confeder- 
ates were at home they would have never been 
taken alive. 





A HORSE BITES A COW'S TONGUE OFF. 

Enon VAutiEy, Penn., May 18.—A cow 
and a horse belonging to Samuel Fontz, a farmer 
living near this place, have been kept in adjoin- 
ing stalls for some time past during the night. 
The partition between the stalls 1s built of 


boards which are several inches apart. It was 
discovered one day recently that whenever the 
horse got near enough to the boards the cow 
would thrust her tongue through an opening 
and touch him with it, evidently much to his 
annoyance, as he would lay back his ears and 
kick and throw his head viciously about. Satur- 
day morning when Mr. Fontz went into the barn 
to feed his stock he was amazed to find nearly 
six inches of a cow’s tongue in the horse's man- 
ger. Fontz entered the cow's stall and found the 
cow lying on the floor apparently in greatagony. 
The floor was covered with blood. Half of the 
cow's tongue was gone, and she had to be killed. 
It is supposed that some time during the night 
she had annoyed the horse in the usual way and 
that he had managed to catch her tongue be- 
tween his teeth and had bitten it off. 


DRIVING HIS WIFE TO SUICIDE. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 18. — John 
Davis, a Methodist preacher of this city, has of 
late subjected Angelica, his wife, toa system of 
abuse, such as beating, cursing, &c. This treat- 
ment, during the past week, was more severe 
than usual. He gotdrunk Saturday and whipped 
her unmercifully. Unable to stand such treat- 
ment any longer she yesterday procured, it is 
alleged, a bottie of laudanum, which she 
drank after going to bed last night. This morn- 
ing she was found dead in her bed. Davis 
was arrested and placed in jail charged with 
wife murder, as the laudanum theory is doubted. 
Davis confessed to-day that he had driven his 
wife to suicide by his inhuman treatment.

All 
over her body great black and blue spots were 
found, and bruises as large as plates were not 
unusual.

BILLS READY FOR GOV. HILL 


THOSE AFFECTING NEW-YORK AND 
BROOKLYN. 

GOV. HILL’S PLANS FOR HEARING ADVO- 
CATES OF AND PROTHSTS AGAINST 
THE BILLS AWAITING HIS SIGNATURE. 

ALBANY, May 18.—The Legislature, upon 
adjournment, left about 350 bills to be acted upon 
by Gov. Hill. These must be disposed of before 

June 14, which is the expiration of the 30 days 

allowed by the Constitution for the considera- 

tion of legislation remaining in the Governor's 

hands at adjournment. No bill now becomes a 

law unless signed by the Governor. It will be 

necessary, during the working days left, that 
about 15 bills be disposed of daily, and, owing to: 
this fact, the Governor willbe able to give pub- 
lic hearings upon the most important bills only. 

He requests that all persons wishing to be heard 

in favor of or in opposition to any bill shall 

make a written application to the Executive 

Ohamber immediately. It is the Governor’s in- 

tention to reserve the last week of the limited 

period allowed him for considering the argu- 
ments made, and accordingly he will be unable 
to give hearings after the 6th of June.

WHAT THE CENSUS IS FOR. 
HILL’S PLANS TO BE FURTHER 
BLOCKED BY THE LEGISLATORS, 

ALBANY, May 18.—The primary object of 
the census was, until Gov. Hill grappled with 
the Constitution, supposed to be the furnishing 
ofa basis upon which should be made every 10 
years a new apportionment of the Senators and 
Assemblymen. The Constitution says that the 
Senatorial and Assembly districts shall be ap- 
portioned “as nearly as may be according to the 
number of their respective inhabitants, exclud- 
ing aliens.” It is declared by some per- 
sons who see a partisan purpose in every 
move of the Governor that the sim- 
ple “enumeration” upon which he insists 
would not discriminate between citizens and 
aliens. There are thousands of aliens in New- 
York and Brooklyn, and they would all be in- 
cluded in the head to head canvass urged by the 

those cities

Governor. The total returns from 


would give them an increased number of Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen, who would in all prob- 
ability be Democrats. In other words, their 
representation in the Legislature would be in- 
creased by the fact that the aliens were included 
in the Governor’s scheme of an enumeration. 
It is just possible that the Governor has never 
considered this point, but the fact that it is 
raised shows how general is the belief that he is 
willing to take any cunning partisan advantage. 

It is urged by those who know about the de- 
tails of the last reapportionment that something 
more than a bare enumeration is desired in or- 
der to settle a county’s representation in the 
Legislature. Two counties, for instance, might 
show a nearly equal number of inhabitants, and 
yet it might appear from statistics of agricul- 
ture or manufactures that the one county was 

rogressing, while the other was retrograd- 
ng. Upon some such state of facts as 
this Columbia County was deprived of 
two members and only allowed one. Inas- 
much as this decennial labor must, as the 
Constitution directs, be performed by the Legis- 
lature—** under its direction,” is the language of 
the Constitution—Republicans generally resent 
Gov. Hill's original action as an interference. 
It is intimated that the Legislature will this 
week pass a resolution tothe effect that it is 
within its own province to direct how the Cen- 
sus shall be taken, and that it will maintain its 
a by passing the bill that was vetoed, 
taking a recess for nine days, in orderto see 
what the Governor will do about it. If he 
should sign it, well and good. If he should not, 
then the Legislature might reassemble, and 
formally take a recess until the close of the 
year. 

A number of the Republican clerks have al- 
ready agreed to sign a release of all claims to 
recompense during the recess, should one be de- 
cided upon. Some of the Republicans, while be- 
lieving they are entitled to full mileage for this 
extra session, nave thought it would be a wise 
thing to settle with the State for one-half their 
mileage dues, The object of this would be to 
relieve the Legislature of the criticism that they 
were ready to grab mileage or anything else in 
the shape of money—a criticism that might be 
well founded if it was applied to many individ- 
ual members of the two houses.

IN THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


TAKING MR. JEWETT’S SIDE. 

CINCINNATI, May 18.—The suit of George 
Hofer, representing stockholders of the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad in the pool 
agreement, to restrain Hugh J. Jewett from 
transferring to the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western Railroad Company a proxy fora ma- 
jority of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
stock, or the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western Board from voting such proxy, 
if the transfer is made, came on 
for hearing in General Term of the Superior 
Court to-day. Benjamin H. Bristow, Gov. 
Hoadly, and Edgar M. Johnson repersented the 
New-York, Lake Erie and Western, and in an 
answer and cross-petition alleged that Mr. Jewett 
refuses to transfer the proxy in issue to them, 
and asked the court to require him to make such 
transfer, or in the event of the pool agreement 
being declared invalid as regards the New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western, that Mr. Jewett be also 
restrainea from voting the proxy and the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton officials from 
counting it if it is voted. 

It should be stated that the ground of the 
plaintiff’s petition is that the pooled stock was 
obtained for a consideration, which was the 
guaranteeing of dividends, and was therefore 
fraudulent as regards the minority stockholders 
who dia not g° into the pool. Mr. Bristow 
stated that as the annual meeting of the Cincin- 
.Nati, Hamilton and Dayton Company occurs on 
the 16th of June, a speedy hearing of the 
case was of more importance to his company 
than the question of how it is to be decided. Its 
officials would consent to the annulling of the 
‘whole agreement or to its being continued, but 
they would not consent to an order restraining 
them from voting the pooled stock, but allow- 
ing Mr. Jewett to vote it. Mr. Jewett acquired 
the proxy by virtue of his relation to their 
company; that relation has since been 
severeo, and Mr. Jewett is now hostile to 
their interests. Counsel tor the complainants 
refused to consent to any order placing Mr. 
Jewett on the same basis as regards the pooled 
stock as the New-York, Lake Erie and Western 
Company. and a hearing of the case therefore 
became necessary. Appearances indicate that 
the minority stockholders and the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton board here united to fight 
the New-York, Lake Erie and Western and sup- 
port Mr. Jewett, and the pooled stockholders 
are winking at the proceedings.

CROWLEYS PUNISHMENT 


— 

SENT TO PRISON FOR SEVENTEEN 
AND ONE-HALF YEARS. 
(RECORDER SMYTH FINDS NO EXTENUATING 
CIRCUMSTANCE AND NO £XCUSE WHAT- 

EVER FOR A NEW TRIAL. 


Police Sergeant Crowley was sentenced 
esterday to imprisonment at hard labor at 
Bing Sing for 17 years and 6 months. The ex- 
treme penalty for his crime is 20 years. Under 
the statutes, he will be allowed commutation of 
four years and five months if he behaves him- 
gelf. The court room was packed with people. 
The outer door was besieged before a guard was 
put over it, and as the hour approached for 
opening court all sorts of pretenses were em- 
ployed to induce a relaxation of the doorman’s 
‘vigilance. When the benches and chairs were 
filled, men piled within the bar and converted 
to general use the seats reserved for lawyers, 
jurors, and talesmen. The aisle leading from the 
‘bar to the prisoner’s room at the further end of 
‘the building was alone kept clear. It required 
the constant efforts of half a dozen officers to do 
this. Police Captains McCullagh and Berghold, De- 
tectives Price, Philip Reilly, and Hickey, and five 
or six representatives of the District Attorney's 
office, Mr. Martine among them, were some of 
the familiar figures in court. D. Edgar Antbony, 
‘who has worked up the Jaw points for Crowley 
during the trial, moved uneasily in the crowd 
Jong before the time set for the proceeding 
that had brought him there. Col. Spencer

I 
have failed to discover anything to satisfy me 
that the verdict should be disturbed. The evi- 
dence fully establishes the guilt of the defend- 
ant of the crime charged. There can be no 

oubt or guestion of it. The evidence against 

im is overwhelming. The pvrosecutrix is cor- 
roborated in every material part of the evi- 
dence. The defendant is contradicted in 
every material part. The _ jury was com- 
posed of men of. intelligence and re- 
Bpectability. They listened to the evidence with 
care and attention. ] haveno doubt that they 
Ahad no determination except to do exact justice. 
A verdict emanating from a jury of that chuar- 
acter ought not to be disturbed except for 
grave errors of law. I have little to say beyond 
this. The prisoner was a public officer, intrusted 
by the people of this city with a high and im- 
portant position. He was clothed with the 
power and majesty of the law. The duty of 


all citizens, as well as the courts, upheld him, 

e law imposed upon him the duty of sustain- 
4ng it, and the city paid him for that work. He 
Was boundto protect not only the property and 
the lives of citizens, but the sanctity of 
the community as represented in the virtue of 
itswomen. [t was in gross disregard and viola- 
tion of. his duty that he assaulted this unpro- 
tected woman. On the day of this occurrence,jin- 


gtead of going home, unfortunately for himself 


and his family he stopped at one low place after 
another, from 7 o’clock in theevening until from 
2to41n the morning, and engaged in violating 
the law he was paid to enforce. This false step 
Yed him into his present trouble. That he was 
under the influence of liquor when he committed 
this crime isnoexcuse or paliiation for it, es- 
pecially in a member of the police force.” 

The Kecorder paused an instant and looked at 
Crowley, who stood with a burning face, holding 
fast to the rail. There was a slight movement 
{fin the crowd. It was evident that the climax 
“was near at hand, and impatience could hardly 
be restrained. The Recorder threatened to make 
‘Any one repent the slightest demonstration. 
“Then, raising his voice slightly, he said, amid 
perfect silence: ** Therefore, taking into consid- 
eration the position he occupied and the nature 
of the crime, the sentence of the court will be 
very severe. Itis that he be imprisoned in the 
State prison, at Sing Sing, at hard labor, for the 
‘term of 17 years aud 6 months.” 

Crowley kept staring at the Recorder after 
‘sentence was pronounced. Tears came to the 
‘eyes of the old man who stood behind Col. Spen- 
‘cer’s chair. An officer touched Crowley, who 
®wung about and hastily walked away. Before 
the crewd could get out of the room, the Re- 
leorder and court officers had turned their at- 
‘tention to another case. 

A squad of a dozen policemen from the City 
‘Hall station were waiting down stairs for Crow- 
ley. People gathered at the lower doors and on 
the sidewalks to see them bring him out. After 
a few minutes, when the outdoor crowd had 
idiminished. the way was suddenly cleared, and 
‘Crowley was marched back to the Tombs. He 
was in his cellagain before noon, but remained 

here undisturbed for a few minutes only, when

he case bow in due course will be carried be- 
ore the General Term on. appeal. This cannot 
done before October. Coi. Spencer said yester- 
ay afternoon that he felt confident that he 
‘would get a new trial on account of the two 
Jurors who contessed to having opinions on the 
icase before it was tried. He thinks the public 
tempest will then have subsided and that his 
client will have a fair chance of acquittal. Pend- 
dng further proceedings, however.Crowley will 
begin to serve his sentence.

ABBEY AND GILMORE WIN. 


THE METROPOLITAN CONCERT COMPANY 


COULD NOT LEASE ITS PROPERTY. 


A decision was handed down yesterday 
morning by the Supefior Court, General Term, 
in the case of the Metropolitan Concert Compa- 
ny, Limited, against Abbey and Gilmore, the 
well-known theatrical managers, which has 
been before the Special Term several times, to 
the Genera! Term three times, and the Court of 
Appeals twice. The question decided 1s a very 
important one, bearing upon the extent of the 
power of corporations to lease property which, 
by their charter, they were permitted to possess, 
and of the rights acquired by, and the liability 
of, persons dealing with them in such matters. 

In September, 1881, the Metropolitan Concert 
Company, Limited. leased to Henry E. Abbey 
and Edward G. Gilmore the building situated at 
the corner of Forty-first-street and Broadway, 
then known as the Metropolitan Concert Hall 
and subsequently at different times as the Metro- 
politan Casino, the Alcazar, and Metropolitan 
Theatre. This lease was only for a period of two 
months, commencing Dec. 1, 1881. and the rent 
was $2,500 a month; it however contained a 
provision by which the defendants were entitled 
to the option, to be determined before Nov. 10 
ensuing, of a further lease for one year at a 
weekly rent of $600. Although Abbey and Gil- 
more remained in Ba ay of the building 
until January, 1882, they denied that this 
option had been exercised by them, and in that 
month nbandoned the premises, refusing to pay 
any rent. Several actions were thereupon be- 
gun by the company in the Superior Court of 
this city to recover rent upon the theory that 
the option had been exercised. Their defaults 
in actions Nos. land 2 were taken and a motion 
to open the default made by their attorneys at 
that time was denied and the decision subse- 

uently affirmed by the General Term and the 
Court of Appeals. Prior to the result in the 
Court of Appeals stipulations were entered into 
between the then attorneys on both sides by 
which, in substance, it was agreed that actions 
Nos. 3and 4 should abide the result of actions Nos. 
land 2. Immediately after the Court of Appeals 
decision refusing to open the defaults a substi- 
tution of attorneys was effected and ex-Judge 
Dittenhoefer became counse] for Mr. Gilmore 
and George L. Rives counsel for Mr. Abbey. 
Upon their advice a motion was made for an 
order setting aside the stipulations referred to, 
and granting defendants leave to serve amended 
answers setting up new defenses raising im- 
portant questions of law which had_ been over- 
looked by the former attorneys. The motion 
was granted, and on appeal taken by the plaintiff 
to the Generali Term and Court of Appeals the 
order allowing the service of the answer was 
sustained, and issues thus framed were, by con- 
sent of the parties, referred to Hamilton Cole as 
Referee, who tinally decided in favorof Abbe 
and Gilmore and dismissed the complaint, with 
costs. 

The amount involved was in the neighborhood 
of $30,000 for rent during the entire period which 
the corporation claimed Abbey and Gilmore 
were, under the lease, bound to pay rent at the 
rate of $600 ~ week. Actions Nos. 1 and 2 were 
for a period during which the premises were 
occupied; and the other actions were for rent 
subsequent to their abandonment. Among 
other defenses set up by the present counsel in 
the amended answers was that, inasmuch as the 
plaintiff corporation had been organized for the 
purpose of giving and providing concerts and 
musical entertainments in the city ot New- 
York, in furtherance of which the premises in 
question had been erected, it could not divest 
itself by means of a lease or otherwise of this 
property, which constituted all that was owned 
by the corporation, the result of which was to 
turn what under its charter should have been an 
actual existence into a mere technical legal ex- 
istence. The question presented, therefore, was 
as to whether the corporation had power to 
make the lease. 

The company contended before the Referee 
that the judgments in actions Nos. 1 and 2, the 
inquests in which the court had refused to set 
aside, was res adjudicata as to all questions that 
could be raised in any action brought upon the 
lease in question. The counsel for Abbey and 
Gilmore insisted that as actions Nos. 1 and 2 had 
been brougnt for rent during a period which the 
defendants had actually occupied the premises 
the defense in the other actions would not have 
been available therein if they had been pleaded. 
The Referee so hejd, and in a well-considered 
opinion sustained the contention of counsel for 
Abbey and Gilmore that the lease was ultra vires 
of the company in that, by leasing their prem- 
ises, the company retained merely its name 
and charter, and rendered itself unable to 
carry out the purposes for which the 
charter bad m granted, and that under 
the laws of 1875 the company shouid have 
sold and conveyed the premises. That law pro- 
vided that corporations of this character could 
only hold such real estate as shall. be necessary 
for the transaction of their business and when not 
required for the uses thereof must sel] and con- 


vey the same. The company’s counse) argued 
that the power to sell and convey included the 
power to lease; but the Referee stated that to 
hold that property could be leased by the com- 
pany_when not needed for the transaction of its 
own business would be to permit the very thin 
that the statute was designed to prevent, which 
was that when a corporation ceased to require 
property it shouldjnot hold it for mere speculative 
purposes, but should sell and dispose of the 
same, their right to enjoy it being limited to the 
purposes for which they had secured the charter 
rom the State. 

The company not being satisfied with the de- 
cision appealed to the General Term, which, after 
elaborate argument by ex-Judge Dittenhoetfer 
for Mr. Gilmore, George L. Rives for Mr. Abbey, 
and John 8. Davenport for the company, af- 
firmed the decision of the Referee upon the 
grounds stated by him. Justice O°Gorman wrote 
the opinion of the Genera: Term, which is con- 
curred in by Judge Truax. 


A VALUABLE LOT OF AUTOGRAPHS 





A TWO-PAGE LETTER FROM GEORGE WASH- 
INGTON SELLS FOR $75. 


About 50 collectors and dealers in auto- 


graphs attended the auction sale of the Ely col- 
lection by Bangs & Co., of Nos. 739 and 741 Broad- 
way, yesterday afternoon. This collection was 
the property of the late Miss Louisa Ely. of Ger- 
mantown, Penn. The sale began with the dis- 
posal of an autograph letter of President John 
Adams to Mr. Graham for $12 50, and the same 
purchaser immediately bid $18 for one of Bene- 
dict Arnold's letters. A missive from Henry 


Clay was worth $6 to Mr. Graham, and one 
from James Fenimore Cooper was secured for 
$11 by a purchaser designated as ** F. H.”’ This 
latter purchaser bid $10 50 for one of Washing- 
ton Irving’s letters, $16 for one of President 
Lincoln's, $6 50 for one of President Monroe’s, 
$8 for a warrant signed by Queen Anne of Eng- 
land. $8 50 for aletter of Leigh Hunt, $5 50 for 
a military commission under the hand of James 
Il., and $3 25 for a souvenir of Anne of Austria, 
wite of Louis XLII. of France. A two-page 
letter, written by George Washington in 1797, 
sold for $75, to some one who concealed his 
identity under a tender of bank bills. 

A letter from Charles Il. to Prince Rupert was 
worth $35 to Mr. Forrest, and an order on a 
Sheriff signed by the same monarch was secured 
by Mr. Green for $16, The latter gentleman also 
paid $13 and $11 respectively for a commission 
signed by Charles li. while in exile and a war- 
rant for garrison pay signed by him in 1674. 

Prince RKupert’s signature was worth $16 to 
Mr. Savage, but a bandfui of letters from minor 
Bonaparte Princes sold from $2 to $3 75 each. 
Napoleonic documents, issued during the Con- 
sulate and after he becume . Emperor, were 
valued at 350 to $7 6. A letter 
from Charlies V., the Spanish monarch, was 
worth $7 to Mr. Green, who valued a manifesto 
of Charles IX. of France at $25. The docu- 
ments of the Louis, from Louis XI. to Louis 
Philippe, sold for from $2 to $3. An autograph 
score by Mozart of atriofor pianoforte, clario- 
net, and flute, was sold for $66, to Mr. Savage, 
who also paid $16 for an order concerning some 
guns signed in 1794 by Carnot, Prieur, and Robe- 
gpierre. The collection was considered to be 
a remarkably fine one, and the prices, as a rule, 
were very favorable to the seller. 





ONE OF GILMORE’S BAND LOCKED UP. 

Louisa Haack, of No. 224 East Forty- 
sixth-street, caused the arrest, yesterday, of her 
husband, Charies, who is a member of Gilmore’s 
band, on a charge of abandonment. The couple 
were married in Germany, in 1873,and came 
to America six months afterward. Mrs. Haack 


says her husband left her a year ago, taking 
several thousand dollars which her mother had 
given her. He afterward returned to her but 
again deserted her, taking with him $40 in 
money and her diamond pin. Then she says she 
was obliged to go towork as a servant ina 
restaurant in Third-avenue. near Fifty-first- 
street. A fire occurred there, and she 
escaped by jumping out of the window, but sus- 
tained a compound fracture of the leg that kept 
her in Bellevue Hospital for 10 weeks. She is 
still lame. Mrs. Haack accused her husband of 
living with another woman, but the latter 
swore that Charles simply boarded with her. 
Justice Murray, in the Yorkville court. or- 
dered the prisoner to pay his wife $7 per week, 
put he refused either to do so or tolive with her. 
He was put under $700 bonds, and unless he fur- 
nishes it will go to the Island for six months. 





FAILING TO RETURN BORROWED OIL. 

Several days ago a broker named H. E. 
Morse borrowed from G. K. Clark, Jr., certifi- 
cates representing 1,000 barrels of oil. Both 
brokers are members of the Produce Exchange 
and have their offices in that building. A call 
for more margin was sent to Mr. Morse by Mr. 
Ciark three or four days ago, and, there being 
no response, Mr. Clark sent to Mr. Morse's office 
ademand for the return of the borrowed oil. 
Mr. Morse could not be found; consequently 
1,000 barrels of ofl were sold for his account un- 
der the rule yesterday, by order of the Commit- 
tee on Oil Transactions. The price brought was 
8014. This is the first sale of oil under the rule 
that has occurred on the floor of the Produce 
Exchange. Mr. Morse could not be found at his 
office yesterday, and brokers who know hit said 
that he had not been seen in the Exchange build. 
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FREIGHTTRAINS IN CITY STREETS. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE DISPERSION OF AN- 
NOYANCES ON THE WEST SIDE. 

Dr. George A. Hayunga, one of the mem- 
bers of the commission created by the Board of 
Aldermen last year to devise ways and means 
whereby the use of steam dummies in the streets 
of this city may be discontinued or abated, yes- 
terday sent to the board a communication con- 
taining the results of his work. The resolution 
creating the commission provided that property 
owners along the New-York Central’s tracks, on 
the west side of the city, should ap- 
point one Commissioner, the railroad com- 
pany another, and the Board of Alder- 
men a third. Dr. Hayunga was appointed 
by the citizens, Mr. Van Arsdale by the railroad 
company, and Alderman Waite by the board. 
In his communication to the board yesterday 


Dr. Hayunga says that the commission has heid 
only one meeting. That was on May 24, 1884. It 
was decided then that as no plans pertaining to 
the subject were before the commission Mr. Van 
Arsdale should consult with the railroad officials 
relative to any plans which would be acceptable 
to them and Dr. Hayunga with the citizens as to 
any plans they might have to offer. 

A month later the two associations of prop- 
erty owners submitted a plan for asystem of tug 
boats and floats for transporting freight cars, 
which are now run through tbe streets, up and 
down the North River instead. Another plan 
which was sent to the commission a few days 
later provided for the use of the present Green- 
wich-street eleyated railroad between a point 
opposite St. John’s Park and the northern ter- 
minus of the road. it was suggested that the 
surface road might enter into an arrangement 
with the elevated railroad company by which 
durjng the night light platform freight cars 
might be run over the elevated railroad struct- 
ure connecting at St. John’s Park, Thirty-third- 
street and Sixty-first-street with the stations of 
the New-York Central Company at those points. 

H. F. Johnson sent the commission, on June 
21, a plan for a new elevated freight railroad, 
running through West-street and along the 
waterfront from the Battery to Sixty-first- 
street, with suitable turnouts to the various 
freight docks and depots. Mr. Johnson pro- 
posed that under this road, on the surface of 
the street, there should be Jaid two tracks or 
tramways for heavy and slowly moving ve- 
hicles, one for those going up and the other for 
those going downtown. The practicability of 
this road depended upon West-street being 
widened to 250 feet. 

Dr. Hayunga himself favored what he termed 
the tunnel pian. He would continue the present 
depressed and tunnel railroad now in operation 
from the Harlem River to Forty-second-street 
and Fourth-avenue down Fourth-avenue, diag- 
onally across manonegmane to University-place, 
and thence through University-place, ooster- 
street, and Canal-street to St. John’s Park, with 
a branch tunnel under Canal-street to the station 
of the Harlein River Railroad in Centre-street. 
This road, which Dr. Hayunga says engineers 
have declared entirely feasible, would cost about 
$800,000 a mile. He suggested that the Board of 
Aldermen adopt an ordinance prohibiting the 
further use of steam engines in the public 
streets and avenues south of Sixty-first-street, 
thus leaving the question of transportation en- 
tirely in the hands of the railroad company. 

Alderman Jaehne presented the communica- 

tion to the board and said: ‘ The Commissioner 
representing this board has been in sympathy 
with the Commissioner representing the railroad 
company. They seem to take more interest in 
the railroad than in the people, and we are able 
only to get a minority report from the commis- 
sion.” Aldermen Quinn and McKenna spoke of 
the evils arising from running trains through 
the streets on the west side. The communica- 
tion was sent to the Railroad Committee. 
Dr. Hayunga said last night: “We had asec- 
ond meeting this morning, but nothing was 
done. I am satisfied that owing to the short- 
comings of ex-Alderman Waite and the disin- 
clination of Mr. Van Arsdale to move in the 
matter the work of the commission will be ab- 
solutely fruitless. Mr. Van Arsdale has said to 
me that all the plans suggested are out of the 
question owing to the expense involved, and 
that the present dummy system is as safe as 
traction by horses, The fact is, the Central 
Road is averse to making any change, and owing 
to the uncertainty as to the true powers of the 
commission nothing is likely to be done.”

HEALTH OFFICIALS PUZZLED BY AN OUT- 


BREAK IN MOTT-STRERT TENEMENTS, 
Dr. James B. Taylor, Chief of the Fourth 


Sanitary Division of the Health Department, 
and his assistant, Dr. George S. Conant, are 
greatly puzzled overa mysterious outbreak of 
typhus fever in the tenement houses at Nos. 102, 


104, and 108 Mott-street. There have been six 
cases in all since the outbreak, and the sanitary 


physicians have been unable to trace the dis- 
ease to its source. The first case was discovered 
in the tenement house No. 108 Mott-street on 
the 4th inst. A lad named John Callahan, 14 
years old, who worked in a down-town printing 
establishment, was found sick with the disease, 
and was removed to the Riverside Hospi- 


tal. The house in which he lived and 


those adjoining were immediately placed under 
observation. No. 108 was disinfected, and the 
apartments of the Callahan family were fumigat- 
e The next case developed was that of John 
Cauley, a laborer, who was found sick with 
typhus at No. 104 Mott-street on the 13th inst., 
and the next day his son Stephen, 4 years old, 
was found prostrated with the disease. They 
were both removed to the Riverside Hospital. 
On Saturday Mrs. Catharine Booth, 50 years old; 
her son, John, 16 years, and her daughter, Annie, 
age ll, were discovered sick in their apartments, 
at No. 102 Mott-street. They were removed at 
once and the entire premises disinfected and 
fumigated. 
Since Saturday no new cases have been discov- 
ered in these houses, which are kept under close 
observation. During the past two weeks several 
isolated cases of typhus fever have been report- 
ed in different parts of the city, one in East 
Houston-street, another in Chrystie, and a third 
in East Broadway, but no connection between 
either of these cases and those developed in the 
Mott-street tenements could be traced. Yester- 
day William King, a young man, was found suf- 
fering from typhus fever at Bellevue Hospital 
and was transferred to the Riverside Hospital. 
When his last 7 of residence is ascertained 
the premises will be placed under observation. 
Thomas Gray, one of the crew of the steam- 
ship Holland, of the National Line, was found 
sick with smallpox on board the steamship at 
Pier No. 39 North River, and was taken to the 
smallpox hospital on Blackwell’s Island. This 
is the first case of smalipoxin this city for a 
year. When the steamsbip arrived at this port 
about two weeks ago smallpox was discovered 
among the crew, and several of the sailors were 
taken to Riverside Hospital from Quarantine. 





TO BENEFIT PUBLIC WORSHIP. 

At the regular semi-monthly meeting of 
the Congregational Clerical Union, heldin Room 
No. 57 Bible House yesterday morning, a very 
interesting paper, entitled ** The Enrichment of 
Forms of Public Worship,” was read by the 
Rev. Dr. E. W. Gilman, of the American Bible 
Society. Dr. Gilman maintained that while 
Congregationalism would allow no dictation or 
submit. to the imposition of any rigid formal- 
ities, it would still derive much substantial ben- 
efit from the introduction into its worship of 
many of the forms now peculiar to the liturgical 
churches, such as responses by the congre- 

ation in prayer as well as in praise and in 

he reading of the Scriptures. He  be- 
lieved, too, that the Congregational form of 
worship would be greatly improved by the use 
of music felicitously adjusted to doctrinal 
truths and adapted to express religious fervor 
or emotion. Dr. Gilman also thinks that the 
form of worship would gain in effect by abolish- 
ing certain crudities and novelties, both of ex- 
temporaneous prayer and pretentious instru- 
mentation on the part of the organists, such as 
preludes and interludes, during the service. The 
paper was heartily applauded by the Congrega- 
tional clergymen who listened to it, and a vote 
of thanks was passed to Dr. Gilman. The Union 
will hold but one more meeting this season, on 
Monday, June 1], after which it will adjourn for 
the Summer. 





A PROPERTY OWNER WITHOUT RELIEF. 

Judge Barrett, holding Supreme Court, 
Chambers, has decided that the Board of Asses- 
sors is not vested with judicial functions, but is 
an administrative body, and as such is bound to 
levy assessments on the property benefited by a 


local improvement proportionately to the cost 
of the work as certified to by the Controller and 
the officer under whose supervision the 
work was done. He has  theretore re- 
fused to grant a mandamus to compel 
the Assessors to ascertain the real value of the 
work of grading, curbing, &c., Tenth-avenue, in 
1872, and to base their assessments on that real 
value. The ae for the mandamus was 
made on behalf of Mary G. Pinckney, a Tenth- 
avenue real estate owner, on the ground that 
it the assessment on ber was based on the cost 
certified to by the local authorities, she would 
be taxed beyond benefit, because the certified 
cost was greater than the sum for which the 
work could have been done.

DR. MILLARD’S TESTIMONY IN THE HOYT 
WILL CONTEST, 

The eminent counsel who are engaged 
respectively in attempts at upholding and over- 
throwing the will of Jesse Hoyt all seemed 
weary and fatigued when they went into the 
Surrogate’s Court yesterday morning. Dr.

Dr. Millard testified that Miss Hoyt had many 
og me ailments, among them a belief that 
she had diphtheria and that she had coagulated 
blood upon her brain. The doctor testified that 
to humor her he called a _ professional cupper 
and leecher,aman named Hansen, who con- 
ducted an employment agency for nurses. This 
man bled her a trifle behind ;the ear and then 
showed hera clot of blood on a plate, and she 
after that considered her head all right. 

“Did the nurse obtain the blood from her 
head ?” Gen. Butler asked. 

**He wasn’t a nurse,” answered the witness; 
“he only kept a nurse agency.” 

“lf he kept a nurse agency,” returned the 
Massachusetts Statesman doggedly, **he was a 
nurse, 

“Then I suppose if a man keeps a stable he’s 
a horse,” suggested Senator Evarts wearily. 

* Or if he drives an ice wagon he’s a cold in the 
head,”? murmured Mr. Root sadly. 

Dr. Millard testified that Miss ito t was capri- 
cious, arbitrary, and sometimes viclent. He said 
that she several times obliged her father to move 
or sell his house, and she would not allow more 
than one servant in the house at a time. She 
was at one time very affectionate toward her 
father and the next moment very cruel. 

* Oh,” said Gen. Butler, ** then when she was 
kind she was very kindiindeed—” 

** And when she was bad,” continued the Sur- 
rogate sorrowfully, ** she was horrid,” 

* Did you not once sign a certificate of the 
insanity of a Miss Telfair, who was discharged 
from the asylum the day after her commit- 
ment ?” Gen. Butler next asked the doctor. ** Re- 
member you are on your oath,”’ 

** My oath,” said Dr. Millard, haughtily, ** goes 
for nothing with me.” 

“TT agree with you,’’ returned the General 
ironically. 

“My word,” continued the physician, “is as 
sacred to me as my oath.”

DID HER HUSBAND BEAT HER? 


THE 8TATEMENT OF A DYING WOMAN DIS- 


CREDITED BY HER NEIGHBORS, 

John McAnerny, a young laborer, was 
arraigned in Judge Stilsing’s Police Court, in 
Jersey City, yesterday to answer to a charge of 
having murdered his wife, a woman 27 years old. 
Sunday night she was in a delicate condition 
and Dr. Rae was summoned to attend her in 
their rooms on Canal-street. Heobserved while 
waiting on her that every touch of his 
hand seemed to give her pain, and he 
asked the cause. She said she had fallen 
down stairs a week ago and had bruised 
herself badly. After her child was born 
the physician left her, and there was every in- 


dication ot her speedy recovery. At 8 o'clock 
naar maag ny morning the doctor was summoned 
again to her bedside. She had become seriously 
ill, and he saw when he arrived that she was at 
the point of death. She was vomiting blood 
copiously and wasso much exhausted that she 
was unable to speak above a whisper. The doc- 
tor plied her with questions, and then she con- 
fessed that instead of baving fallen down stairs 
she had been brutally beaten by her husband, 


She had concealed the fact from her family and 
friends because she feared that her father 
would have her husbana arrested. She lingered 
for an hour after the doctor had been summoned 
and then di 


The police were notified and the arrest of the 
husband tollowed. Yesterday Dr. Converse, the 
County Physician, ordered that an inquest be 
held, and a post-mortem will be made te de- 
termine definitely whether the beating caused 
the woman's death. The neighbors of the couple 
give McAnerny an excellent character. They 
say that he always treated his wife affectionate- 


ly, and are disinclined to credit her story of ill- 
treatment. 


TARE BROOKLYN FACTORY DISASTER. 

John McDermott, the mason who built 
the new piers in the old glasshouse on State- 
street, Brooklyn, testified at the inquest in the 
case of the victims of the fire in that building, 
resumed yesterday, that he had not applied for 
a permit because he did not think it was his 
Place to do so. He had no knowledge of the 
building laws. 

George L. Abbott, the agent of the fallen 
building, said tnat he had engaged Miller, the 
housemover; McDermott, the mason, and Watts, 
the carpenter, separately, and imagined that 
each was responsible for his own work. He 
admitted that he had a _ general super- 
vision of the last repairing work, al- 
though he had no “ building knowledge.” The 
witness said that.when previous repair work 
had been done to the building the workmen 
obtained the necessary permits, and he had sup- 
posed that they had done so in the last work. 
Abbott admitted sending for Miller to take the 
jackscrews out, although he knew that the 
— had not been putin. In answer to a ques- 
ion, he said that none of the tenants in the 
building had been given notice of the work 
being done, but that Mr. Durst, whose shop was 
just over the place where the work was being 
done, knew ot it.
